May it please youk Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland submit to your Excellency this the 
Nineteenth Annual Report of our proceedings, under the Acts in 
force for the Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar re- 
turns in preYious Annual Reports, a summary of weekly returns 
of persons relieved in the workhouse and out of the workhouse 
for fifty-two weeks, from the week ended 25th February, 1865, to 
the week ended 17th February, 1866, both inclusive ; and we 
repeat, in illustration of these and the former returns, the two in- 
door and out-door relief diagrams,* each with an additional line 
for the last year, so as to afford a comparison of the fluctuations 
which have occurred in each year for seven years past, commenc- 
ing with 1859-60, the most favourable year which has occurred 
since the period of the famine.

3. Tlie progressive decrease of pauperism, which we noticed in 
our last Annual Report, considered apart from fluctuations inci- 
dental to different seasons of the year, has now again to be noticed 
as showing itself in a still more marked degree on a comparison 
between the last and the preceding years ; the average daily num- 
ber of workhouse inmates having undergone a further decrease 
of 3,687, the difference between 55,808 and 52,121, or 6'6 per cent. 
The average daily number of persons receiving out-door relief 
has in the same period increased from 8,748 in the preceding year, 
to 10,040 in the last year, showing an increase of 1,292 persons ■ 
but as observed in previous Reports, a small increase in the number 
receiving out-door relief indicates rather a change of practice in the 
administration of relief by the Guardians than any increase of 
distress. 

4. It was noticed in the seventeenth paragraph of our last Report 
that during the latter part of the year 1864, and. the commence- 
ment of 1865, some alarm was caused by the prevalence of an 
unusual amount of fever, and, in some localities, of a had type. 
On the 11th February, 1865, the number of fever patients in the 
workhouse hospitals reached the number of 2,211, a greater num- 
ber than had been known since the year 1856 ; the daily average 
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Emigration. if 

during the intervening years seldom exceeding 1,200. At the cor- 
responding date in 1860, the number is shown by the Table, in 
paragraph 1, to have been 1,557, or 654 less than in 1865, show- 
ing an improved sanitary state in the population generally, and a 
further continuance of that immunity from epidemic typhus which 
has prevailed since the fa min e period. 

5. In the other columns of the summary of fifty-two weeks, 
there is nothing worthy of remark in regard to the comparative 
numbers of the various classes relieved, except that the able-bodied 
inmates have decreased from 12,102, on the 18th February, 1865, 
to 10,162, on the 17th February, 1866. 

6. In the deaf and dumb asylums of Ireland, there is an average 
daily number of about 150, and in the blind asylums of about 200 
inmates, supported at the charge of the poor rates of the several 
unions. 

7. The number of workhouse children out at nurse on the 17th 
February last, was 473, in comparison with 310 at the same time 
last year. Until a period of five years at least has elapsed from 
the passing of Sir R. Peel’s Poor Law Amendment Act (the Act of 
1S62), by which this form of relief for orphan and deserted children 
was first legalized, there will naturally be an increasing number 
of such children. After five years of age, unless their continuance 
on out-door relief is permitted as necessary to health, these children 
return to the workhouse for further maintenance and education. 

8. The emigration from Ireland which has been, connected in 
any way with assistance from the poor rates during the twelve 
months ended 25th March, 1866, is represented by the sum of 
£3,425, and 1,120 persons, in comparison with £2,518 and 846 
persons in the previous year.

9. An additional impulse has been given to the removal of 
Irish-born persons from England to Ireland, by the recent reduc- 
tion of the period of residence which confers irremovability from 
three years to one year. This change is to come into operation 
on the 31st March, instant, and at that date many persons who 
are now removable on receiving relief will become irremovable ; 
and, therefore, some unions and parishes have recently been more 
active than usual in obtaining warrants of removal, in order to 
avail themselves of the still existing state of the law, before the 
change takes effect. We regret to say that we cannot report any 
general improvement in the manner of conducting removals from 
the Metropolitan parishes and unions, which has been made the 
subject of complaint in our Annual Reports for several years past. 
A further selection of cases of irregularity and disregard of the 
law will be found in the Appendix.* 

10. We wish particularly to call attention to the correspondence 
in the case of Catherine Nevin and her children,! who, under an 
order of removal to Loughrea, were deserted, by the person having 
charge of them, in Dublin. In this case we have, for the second 
time, prosecuted to conviction a person intrusted with the execu- 
tion of warrants from Metropolitan unions and parishes, who was 
wholly unfit for that service. His employer, Mr. Frost of Wap- 
ping, is the general agent for the deportation to Ireland of Irish- 
born persons from the English Metropolis, and it would appear as

t Wh he regarded with indifference any penalty which can he 
inflicted for violation of the law committed by his servants m 
executing orders of removal intrusted to him by the Guardians 
for execution. We are bound to add that we do not expect fiom 
the limited penalty of £10, on convictions obtained at great 
expense to the public, any security against the repetitim of &ese 
offences by persons who stand in no official relation to the English 
Poor Law authorities, and who conduct with a view to piofit, and 
in the spirit of traffic only, the deportation of human bemgs 
deprived of then personal liberty, and consigned to them for that 

purpose. 



11 We have not, since the date of our last Report, been called 
upon by any Board of Guardians to appeal against any of these 
removals, the ground of such appeal being limited to the one point 

of irremovability from England to Ireland, no such redress being 

provided in the case, which is continually occurring, of removal o 
the wrong union. In one case, however, of removal from loxteth 
Park, Liverpool, to the Wexford Union, we instituted, at the desire 
of the Board of Guardians, a preliminary inquiry under the statute 
with a view to an appeal. To this case, which is that of Elizabeth 
Finn and her four children, we beg to call attention, and to the 
correspondence concerning it which is given in the Appendix. y 
the English law of removal, the desertion of an Irish-horn 
woman by her husband, whether an Englishman or an Irishman, 
renders her and her children, under fourteen, liable, on receiving 
relief, to be sent beyond seas to any part of Ireland to winch she 
may belong. This power is sometimes used where no desertion 
has actually taken place, but where the husband is away from his 
home for a time seeking employment. Of this practice the case 
now referred to is an instance ; and there is no doubt that in 
this case, under the authority of an illegal warrant, handcuffs 
were provided to overcome the reluctance of a wife and four 
young children to quit the place where the husband and father 
was still resident in the eye of the law, though absent in search 
of work, which, as it subsequently appeared, he had succeeded 
in obtaining, and has been since rejoined by his wife and 
children. 



12. There is reason to believe that cases of this kind are not of 
rare occurrence ; for desertion by the husband is very often made 
the ground of removal of women and children to Ireland, and it is 
impossible to know, without a preliminary inquiry in England 
(which in the case above referred to cost the Wexford Guardians

■£’21), what the real state of the facts may be. In another very 
recent case, likewise reported in the Appendix* a woman removed 
by force with her two children, and sent by deck passage from 
Westminster to Cork, and thence without any removing officer to 
Limerick, received, after admission to Limerick Workhouse, a 
letter from her husband in London, expressing his great surprise 
and sorrow that she and his children had been taken from him 
and sent to Ii eland, and his hope that the gentlemen of Limerick 
Union would assist them to return, as he had plenty of work to 
support them. 

The Guardians in this case did not seek from the Commissioners 
a preliminary inquiry under the statute, but placed the matter in 
the hands of their own solicitor ; and the Commissioners have 
since been informed by their Inspector, that after the receipt of 
the letter from her husband, the woman took her discharge from 
the workhouse, and returned with her children to London, and 
there rejoined her husband. 

13. It seems more than probable that in signing orders of 
removal of Irish-born persons to Ireland, English magistrates do 
not generally make inquiry as to any disruption of family ties 
which may possibly be occasioned by the exercise of their powers 
of removal in particular eases, but confine themselves to the leo-aj 
question of removability and the state of health ; otherwise we 
should not see, as we often do, the nearest ties of relationship 
severed by a compulsory process of separation, and, as frequently 
also occurs, persons of either sex sent in extreme old age from a 
country in winch they have spent nearly all their lives, to a 
country in which they have no longer any relations or connexions, 
to die in the workhouse of the union in which then- birthplace is 
t situated. 

Justices and Stipendiary and Police Magistrates in England, 
who sign Irish removal orders on the application of union or parish 
officers, ought not to omit to make inquiry on such points • for 
by the 2nd section of the 8 & 9 Vic., c. 117, it is left absolutely 
at their discretion to sign or to refuse to sign, as some have done 
such orders of removal when applied for ; and if they do not make 
any inquiry, the cases of hardship and cruelty which occasionally 
occur in consequence thereof must be placed to their account. 

We trust we may be excused for expressing our hope that the 
entire system of pauper removal (an interference with the per- 
sonal liberties of the poor unknown, as we believe, in any other 
part of Europe,) may ere long be expunged from the statute 
book.

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14. An. Act was passed in the last Session, of Parliament author- 
izing the Guardians of Unions, subject to the consent of the 
Poor Law Commissioners, to grant a superannuation allowance to 
any union officer who had devoted his whole time to the duty, 
and had become inefficient through old age or through permanent * 
infirmity of mind or body. 

We are enabled to report that the operation of this Act has 
been so far satisfactory, and that the Guardians have in several 
cases awarded, with our consent, the full amount authorized by 
the Act, that is to say, two-thirds of the salary. At the same 
time it will be seen from the subjoined list of all the cases which 
have occurred since the passing of the Act, that the public ad- 
vantage gained by parting with inefficient services in the way 
provided, has not been purchased by any serious amount of ex- 
penditure. especially when it is considered that some of the cases 
dealt with in the first instance may be regarded as cumulative 
through the previous absence of such a provision as that in 
question.

15. Since the date of our last Annual Keporfc an effort has 
been made to revive the question of amalgamating unions, with 
a view to save expense in the management of workhouses ; and 
we place in the Appendix* some further correspondence which has

taken, place on that subject, in the course of which we were 
called upon to explain to your Excellency our views in reference 
to the proposal of enlarging generally throughout Ireland the 
area of unions, so as to reduce that part of the poundage of the 
poor law expenditure which is caused by what are called 
“ Establishment Charges.” We remain of the same opinion on 
this point as that which we expressed in our Tenth Annual Report, 
and which was opposed to any extension of union areas for the 
purpose suggested ; and we trust that the reasons which we have 
assigned for retaining those view's will be considered satisfactory. 

16. We now submit the statistics relating to the collection of 
the poor rate, &c., as shown by the audited union accounts for 
the year ended 29th September, 1865, in comparison with those 
of the preceding year.

Notwithstanding the decrease of pauperism adverted to in pre- 
ceding paragraphs and shown in the above statement, there is an 
increase of expenditure in relief of £1,084, due partly to the in- 
crease of out-door relief and partly to the increased cost of main- 
tenance per head in the workhouses, which averaged in the former 
year 2s. 0 \d., and in the latter, 2s. lid per head weekly, exclusive 
of clothing. 

17. The next subjoined Table- shows the average daily number 
of the several classes of the inmates of workhouses during the 
year, with the average number of deaths per week and rate of 
mortality, in comparison with the same for thirteen previous 
years.

18. The next table exhibits a comparative statement for four- 
teen years, including the year ended 29th September last, of the 
collection of poor rates and the several heads of expenditure. 

It is satisfactory to observe in the first column of this com- 
parative statement that the net annual value of the rateable pro- 
perty in Ireland continues to increase, and now exceeds by 
£>180,211 its amount at the close of the previous year. 

Comparing it with the valuation of 1855, the increase (which 
has been continuous during the last ten years) is ,£1, 369,699. 

The total cost of relief under the Poor Law and Medical 
Charities Acts amounts to £>7.17,588, showing an increase of 
P6.218 over the preceding year. This is, however, more than 
counterbalanced by a decrease of £>8,646 under the head of “ Regis- 
tration Expenses • the present year showing the ordinary amount 
of those expenses in the present state of the population ; whereas 
in the preceding year the cost of providing registration offices 
in all the unions was included. The total expenditure under all 
branches shows a decrease of ,£2,367.

19. We next submit to your Excellency the report of our pro- 
ceedings under the above-mentioned Acts. 

The subjoined table exhibits a summary of the relief afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act for each of the List ten years 
endin' 1, respectively on the 30th of September in each province, and 
in the whole of Ireland, distinguishing the cases proscribed for at 
the dispensaries from those of a more serious nature attended by 
the Medical Officers at the patients’ homes.

20. It appears from this summary, that for the last year in the 
table, compared with the preceding one, there has been in the 
province of Ulster a decrease in the, number of cases prescribed 
for at the dispensaries amounting to 11,095 ; and of cases attended 
at the patients’ homes, a decrease of 354 cases. In the other three 
provinces there has been a considerable decline in the number of 
cases prescribed tor at the dispensaries, and an increase in the 
number of domiciliary cases, amounting for the former class of 
oases, to 18,119 for Munster, to 22,229 for Leinster, and to 4,259 
for Connaught. While, on the other hand, there has been an in- 
crease in the latter class of eases of 749 for Munster, 1,440 for 
Leinster, and 2,794 for Connaught, giving, for the whole of Ireland, 
a decrease in the number of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, 
amounting to the large number of 55,702 eases, and an increase in 
the number of domiciliary cases of 4,530. A decrease in the 
former class of cases has occurred before on two occasions only 
since the enactment of the Medical Charities Act in 1851, but to 
a much less considerable extent than now. In the year ended 
September 80th, 18(30, compared with the year before, there was 
a decrease in these cases amounting to 19,800, and for the year 
ended September 30th, 1804, compared with the preceding year, 
there was a decrease of tlio same class of cases of 6,649. Taking 
the whole scries of years since 1851, there has occurred a decline 
in the total annual number of cases receiving dispensary relief on 
three occasions, comparing, in each case, the year with that im- 
mediately preceding, viz., in the years ended September 30th, 
I860, 1864, and 1865; but upon the whole scries of years we find 
an increase in the total annual number of cases relieved from 
690,411 in 1853, to 837,069 in 1865.

21. In the Appendix a detailed statement will bo found of the 
medical relief afforded in each dispensary district in Ireland, for 
the last year in the table, for each province and for all Ireland.* 

22. In the next table is given the expenditure on dispensary 
medical relief in each province, and in all Ireland, for each of the 
last ten years ended, respectively, on the 29th of September. 

F or the first three years in the table the expenditure was incurred 
solely under the Medical Charities Act, vaccination having been 
performed during that time as a part of the ordinary duty of the 
Dispensary Medical Officers. For the last seven years the Medical 
Officers have received special remuneration for the performance of 
this duty, by fee for each case of successful vaccination, under the 
Act for the further promotion of vaccination of 1858, and that of 
1863, to make compulsory the practice of vaccination in Ireland. 
To the operation of these Acts is mainly due the sudden increase 
of expenditure observable for the year 1859, and continued since.

This table shows an increase of expenditure for the year ended 
September 29th, 1865, compared with the preceding year, amount- 
ing to £2,133, after an increase of £5,699, which took place in 
this latter year compared with 1863. The increased expenditure 
of last year has fallen tolerably evenly on Leinster, Munster, and 
Connaught, the increase in Ulster being very slight.

Under the heads of salaries and medicines and medical appliances 
in this table, there appears an increased expenditure for the last 
over that of the year before, .amounting under the former head to 
£1,275, and under the latter to £713. A small increase has taken 
place also under the heads of rent of dispensary buildings and 
vaccination expenses, viz., £98 under the former, and £329 under 
the latter head. Under the heads of hooks, forms, fee., and fuel, 
porters, incidental expenses, &c., there has been a slight diminution 
of expense. 

24. The average poundage on the Poor Law valuation of 
Ireland, to furnish the total expenditure of last year, under the 
Medical Charities and Vaccination Acts, was 2'17 d., or nearly 
2 |(Z., which is very slightly above that of the year before, viz., 
2-1 6cL 

25. But few alterations have been made in the dispensary 
arrangements dming the past year, the number of districts re- 
maining the same, viz., 710. In the Waterford dispensary district 
a second medical officer was appointed in lieu of the apothecary ; 
and in the Donnybrook dispensary district, South Dublin Union, 
a second medical officer was appointed; in each case because of 
the number of tlisp'ensary patients, too large to be efficiently 
attended by one medical officer. New appointments of midwives 
were authorized during the year in seven dispensary districts. 
There are now fifty-six dispensary districts, in which these most 
useful appointments, to provide the attendance of a skilled mid- 
wife for women in natural labour have been made. In twenty-one 
other districts the number of members of dispensary committees 
was increased, for the purpose of affording to the sick poor greater 
facilities for procuring tickets for medical relief. 

26. The next table exhibits, for the first six years comprised in 
it, the progress of vaccination under the Medical Charities Act 
alone; for the next five years and the first three months of the 
following year, under that Act and the Act of 1 S5S, for the further 
promotion of vaccination; and for the period of one year and nine 
months subsequent to the 1st of January, 18G4, under those two 
Acts and that of 1803, to further extend and make compulsory the 
practice of vaccination in Ireland. It should be borne in mincl 
that till January 1st, 1864, the Dispensary Vaccination Registers 
recorded all the vaccinations performed by the dispensary medical 
officers, whether successful or not, but that since that date suc- 
cessful vaccinations only are entered, 
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Compulsory Vaccination Act.

27. A comparison of the numbers in this table for the last two 
years, compared with the previous years, shows a large increase in 
the total annual number of vaccinations since the enactment of 
compulsory vaccination. On the other hand, a comparison of the 
number of vaccinations for the two last years exhibits a decrease 
for 1865 compared with 1 864, amounting to 22,668 cases. Never- 
theless an analysis of the vaccinations for the last year clearly 
proves that the Compulsory Vaccination Act has been, for the first 
year and nine months since its enactment, eminently and uniformly 
successful.

In column 1 of this table we observe that there have been for 
the year ended September 30tli, 1865, 97,160 vaccinations of 
infants under the Compulsory Vaccination Act, against 25,354 
for the last nine months of the year before. The smallness of 
this latter number is accounted for by the fact that no children 
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could be included in it wlio were born, before 1st January, 1864, 
although not less than 70,000 would in natural course be bom 
within the previous six months, and would no doubt most of 
them be vaccinated, and form part of the large number of 166,456 
cases of persons born before 1st January, 1864, and therefore not 
within the provisions of the Compulsory Act, although vaccinated 
under its influence, as described in 29tli paragraph of last Report. 
This class of vaccinations must of course decrease every successive 
year, as the body of persons among whom they take place decreases 
by deaths, but can receive no addition to its number by births. 
Accordingly, we find this class reduced from 160,456 in the first 
year, to 71,982 in the second, accounting amply for the total 
reduction on the entire year. In fact, the period of the first nine 
months is quite abnormal, there being no child to which the 
compulsory provisions could apply until six months had expired, 
or in other words, until three months before the termination of 
the period. The large number of 97,160 born after 1st January, 
1804, and vaccinated between 30th September, 1864, and 30th 
September, 1865, is most satisfactory, as showing beyond doubt 
the successful operation of the Act in the first annual period, 
which can he considered as a normal one, giving hope of even 
greater success in future, as the action of the machinery improves 
by use and experience. 

29. The means do not exist of making any comparison of the 
former mortality by small-pox throughout Ireland, with the same 
as affected by the provisions of the Compulsory Vaccination Act, 
the causes of death not having been registered before 1864 ; and 
the Registrar-General’s returns of the causes of death since that 
date not having yet been published. But from the weekly 
returns of mortality within the Dublin district (population 
314,409), wo are enabled to make a comparison between a period 
of six months ended 31st March, 1 86o, and a like period, ending 
31st March, 1866. The result is a decrease of deaths by small- 
pox from 52 to 4. Assuming the number of deaths to have been 
in the ratio of 1 to 5 to the number of attacks, we have a decrease 
of small-pox cases from 260 irr 1864-5, to 20 hr 1865-6. What- 
ever value may attach to results obtained for so limited a period, 
and within so limited a district, they are, to say tire least, of good 
aucrury for the whole country and for the future ; and it must 
not be forgotten that the class protected by the operation of the 
new Act is that which is most exposed to fatality by small-pox. 
Dr, Farr calculates that 75 per cent, of the total mortality from 
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small-pox takes place under the age of five years. It is probable 
that the average age of vaccination in Ireland, before the enact- 
ment of compulsory vaccination, was as high as this, and conse- 
quently, that three-fourths of the deaths that small-pox would 
ever have occasioned in a given population had already occurred 
before the protective influence of vaccination as formerly practised, 
had been resorted to. 

30. The success that has attended the Compulsory Vaccination 
Act during the past year, is owing to the diligence and zeal with 
which the Guardians, the Magistrates, and the Medical Officers 
have very generally performed their respective parts in the 
enforcement of its provisions. A very few instances have come 
to our knowledge in which the Justices in Potty Sessions have 
defeated the benevolent intentions of the Legislature, by impos- 
ing nominal fines on defaulters under the Act, and throwing the 
expense of the proceedings taken to enforce its salutary provi- 
sions on the Guardians. It is to be hoped that these gentlemen 
will reflect on the calamitous consequences of their ill-judged 
lenity, and discontinue it. Otherwise, it will sooner or later 
assuredly happen that natural small-pox, being introduced amongst 
the unprotected children of their districts by itinerant inoeulators, 
or accidentally, that virulent and most contagious disease will 
destroy every fourth or fifth child attacked, and of the survivors 
a certain number will lose their sight or hearing, or have their 
constitutions so broken as to he disabled from earning their live- 
lihood in after-life. 

However gratifying the amount of success already attained, it 
must be borne in mind by those to whose exertions that success 
is due, that much still remains to he done to ensure the complete 
and permanent success of compulsory vaccination ; and that this 
result will only be secured by the steady enforcement of the penalty 
enacted against defaulters by the 8th section of the Act, till the 
poor all over Ireland become convinced that failure, on their part, 
to perform their duty by then children in this respect, will very 
certainly he visited with the trouble and expense of prosecution 
and fine. 

31. The Registrar-General for Ireland has registered the births 
of 144,638 children for the year ended March 31st, 1865, all of 
whom had come within the purview of the Compulsory Vaccina- 
tion Act, at the close of the year ended September 30th, 18C5, the 
last year in the table. We may safely assume that the registered 
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Compulsory Vaccination Act. 



number of births is somewhat under the truth. Making a reason- 
able addition to it on this account, and a deduction from the sum 
on account of children vaccinated by private practitioners, and of 
children dying within six months after birth, we think it cannot 
be very wide of the truth to estimate that there were bom in the 
course of that year about 130,000 children proper subjects for 
gratuitous vaccination by the Dispensary Medical Officers. The 
number, however, actually vaccinated, was 97,160, leaving the 
large number of 33,840 still to be vaccinated. We trust and anti- 
cipate that this excess, the measure of the degree in which the 
operation of the Compulsory Vaccination Act has fallen short of 
complete success, will diminish year by year till it shall nearly, if 
not entirely, disappear. 



32. The record of the numbers of cases of small-pox, scarlatina, 
and fever attended by the Dispensary Medical Officers for the year 
ended September 30th, 1865, is given in the Appendix* The 
number of cases of small-pox was very nearly the same for each 
of the last two years, viz., 1,905 and 2,000, showing a small increase 
in the latter year. 

These figures appear to negative any such decrease of small-pox 
under the compulsory Act as is indicated in paragraph 29 ; hut 
the period there taken for comparison is one immediately subse- 
quent to the year ended 30th September, 1865, to which the above 
figures relate. The dispensary returns for the quarter ended 31st 
March, are not yet received; but, comparing the returns for the 
last six months of 1865 with the same for 1864, we find a decrease 
of smallpox cases from 933 to 269, which is confirmatory of the 
result stated in paragraph 29. _ 

Scarlatina shows an excess, over the preceding year of 2, lob 
cases, the numbers of cases having been 4,476 for 1864, and 6,632 



for 1865. 

There has boon a considerable increase m the number of cases 
of fever also for 1865 compared with 1864, the numbers bemg tor 
1864, 21,586, and for 1865, 26,566. This excess arose from a pre- 
valence of the disease which caused some alarm in the end of 186 
and beginning of 1865, lest it might indicate the commence- 
ment of one of those terrible epidemic visitations of fever which 
formerly so frequently, and during this century, till the time of t e 
famine, with such singular regularity, afflicted Ireland, destroying 
great numbers of lives, and reducing to the condition of paupers 
great numbers of the poor. The discontinuance, or at least the

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interruption of these visitations, has not attracted the attention 
its great importance and the powerful influence it must have exer- 
cised towards the amelioration of the condition of the poor in 
Ireland, deserve. 



83. In the Medical Charities’ Report for 1857 attention was 
directed to this subject. In paragraph 15 of that Report we 
said : — 



“ The quarterly reports from the Medical Officers of dispensaries for 
the year ended 29th September, 1856, show an increased prevalence of 
fever in the spring, and a subsequent very considerable decline in the 
autumn, but negative the existence of the disease to any serious extent 
in any part of the year. Nevertheless, the time being now at hand, 
when, according to the lamentable experience of past times, a visitation 
of epidemic fever might be expected to occur in this country, we shall 
not fail to watch the indications of the returns with deep interest, and 
not without hope that a powerful proof of the improved condition of the 
people, in addition to the unmistakable ones we are already acquainted 
with, will be found in the mitigation of this scourge, which, for a long 
series of years, has returned with such periodic regularity and such ter- 
rible destruction of life. Severe epidemics of fever occurred in Ireland 
in 1/99, 1810, 1816, 1826, 1836, and 1846. Any evidence of the ab- 
sence of epidemic influence in respect to tliis disease at the present time 
is, therefore, highly gratifying ; and we have the pleasure of being able 
to add, that the returns from the fever hospitals of the workhouses com- 
pletely confirm the evidence of the dispensary returns, inasmuch as they 
exhibit for the six months, from the beginning of April to the end of 
September, 1856, a tolerably uniform decline of fever, from 1,806 cases 
in April to 1,015 in September. It is true this decline of fever belongs 
to the season; but it is quite inconsistent with the supposition that an 
epidemic fever has commenced and is making progress." 



In the last of these epidemics recurring so regularly at each 
decennial period from 1816 to 1846, the number of cases treated 
in the temporary fever hospitals provided under requisitions of 
the Board of Health (and therefore exclusive of cases treated in 
other hospitals or for which removal to hospital was refused) 
was 332,462, with 34,622 deaths* It might naturally be sup- 
posed that this famine epidemic must have been pre-eminently 
fatal ; hut, owing perhaps to the fact that much of the fuel that 
would otherwise have fed it was destroyed by famine, or removed 
by emigration, this was far from being so. In the severe epi- 
demic that commenced in 1816 there were treated in the fever- 
hospitals of Dublin, Cork, and Waterford alone in the years 1817- 
1819, 67,611 cases, with 2,855 deaths ;f and in the admirable

account of that epidemic drawn up by Drs. Barker and Cheyne, 
it is shown to be probable, that “ assuming the population of 
Ireland to amount to six millions, it will be no exaggeration 
to state that a million and a half of persons suffered from an 
attack of fever in the time included between the commencement 
of the year 1817 and the middle of 1819.”* At the average rate 
of mortality of that epidemic, this amount of typhus would 
have been attended with 1 50,000 deaths. 



34 It is most painful to contemplate the suffering and pauper- 
ization that must have accompanied and followed such calamities 
as these ; and we must experience a corresponding gratification in 
beiiw able confidently to assert, now at the end of the second 
decennial period since the famine fever, that there is no evidence 
to justify the apprehension of the approach of another such epi- 
demic visitation of typhus. 

35 The returns, now very nearly complete, of the number of 
cases of fever treated by the Dispensary Medical Officers in the 
last quarter of 1803, give 5,536 cases for that T^er ^rnnst 
7,109 for the same quarter of 1864 ; and at the end of the last 
week in December, 1865, there were m the worldiouse feve:

In this circular was enclosed a reprint 
of another, addressed to the Guardians on the occasion of the ap- 
proach of the last epidemic of cholera, and in which full informa- 
tion was conveyed to them respecting the powers for effecting 
sanitary improvements, permanently possessed by them under the 
Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, which, though 
repealed and re-enacted with important amendments in England 
and Scotland, are still in force in Ireland without amendment 
or alteration.

Collectors of Customs have received directions to report the case of any 
infected ship to the authorities of the place in which the port is situated. 

As it is possible that contagious disease, arriving from the part ot the 
Continent referred to, may present characteristics dxfterent from the 
forms of fever ordinarily known in this country, it seems desirable that, 
in the event, of any infected ship arriving in port, facilities should exist 
for the reception and treatment of cases of contagious disease on shoie 
m a distinct and separate hospital. . . 

Although it is very probable tliat ground does not exist for serious 
alarm on this subject?! precaution now suggested, can offiy Aave the 
effect of creating increased public confidence, and the Commissioners 
request that the Board of Guardians will take the matter into consider- 
ation with a view to securing at once the possession of suitable premises 
t^meetauy contingency that may arise.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit herewith, for the information of the Board of 
Guardians, a copy of the 6th and 8th sections of “The Union Charge- 
ability Act, 1865,” 28 & 29 Vic., cap. 79. 

The Guardians will observe that by the 8th section of tlie Act, a resi- 
dence of one year will, after the 25th of March next, be sufficient to 
establish the right of irremovability, instead of three years, as specified 
in the Act 24 & 25 Vic., cap. 55. 

The Otli section of the Act which provides, under certain circumstances, 
for the removal of paupers without orders of removal, does not appear 
to apply to cases of removal to Ireland, inasmuch as it is limited to cases 
of paupers who were settled within and removable to a union or parish * 
and as there is no law of settlement in Ireland, these words do not seem 
to be applicable to Unions in Ireland, nor would they authorize a Board 
of Guardians of an Irish Union to consent to receive a pauper proposed 
to be removed from England without an order. 

The remaining portions of the Act appear to relate exclusively to the 
administration of the English Poor Law.

II.— CORRESPONDENCE ON THE SUBJECT OF THE REMOVAL OF POOR 
PERSONS FROM ENGLAND TO IRELAND. 

Case of Cornelius Lynch and Family removed from Greenwich 
to Cork 

No. 1. — Report from Mr. O’Brien, Poor Law Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Cork, May 20, 1865. 

Referring to past correspondence upon the subject of tlio removal of 
Irish-born poor persons from Greenwich Union to this country, I have 
the honour to inform you that Mr. Lane, one of the Relieving Officers 
for Cork City, having, on Thursday last, drawn my attention to a recent 
case of this nature which had come under Ms notice, I this day made 
inquiry into the particulars, which I now take leave to submit for your 
consideration. . 

It will be seen from the evidence, &c., enclosed herewith, that on 
Sunday, the 2.3rd ult., a man named Cornelius Lynch, having with him 
a wife and four young children, arrived in Cork by the Cormorant 
steamer, in charge of an agent of Mr. Frost’s named William Lyons, 
who appeal's to have been the bearer of a warrant for the removal of this 
family to Kemnare Union, to which, however, it will be seen they were 
never conveyed by Mm, having, under the circumstances detailed by Lynch, 
been left at large by him in the city of Cork, where they now remain, 
and where, though as yet they have made no application for Poor Law 
relief, tM'ee of the children are in receipt of assistance out of the rates 
through the Dispensary. 

It is quite certain that the man Lynch earnestly desired himself to 
remain in Cork, and also, that had he been willing to proceed with his 
family to Kemnare, Lyons offered and was ready to convey them there, 
though, for the reason given, he was not in a position to do so im- 
mediately on their reaching Cork. 
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No. 1.] from England to Ireland. 

It has not, however, been left within the discretion, either of the 
persons so removed or of tlie officer charged with the execution of such 
warrants, to elect whether or not they are to be delivered up at the 
place of ultimate destination, and the effect of Lyons’s failure, in tin's 
case, to complete the duty intrusted to him, has been to leave in this 
city six poor persons whose removal to another Union and county had 
been duly ordered, and who may at any moment become altogether', as 
they already are partially, a charge upon the local rates. 

It appears that Mi’. Frost wrote instructions to his local agent, Barry, 
in, Cork, to obtain a certificate that these parties had not become charge- 
able on the Cork Union; and it will be seen that an unsuccessful attempt 
to obtain such a certificate from the Believing Officer was actually made 
by Lyons and Barry. 

I am not aware in what way it was conceived that such a Certificate 
could be used as a discharge of the warrant, nor what effect it is supposed 
attaches to the subsequent declaration which it appears Lynch was 
brought by Lyons to make before the local magistrates here, that he 
“had no further claim on the Greenwich Union.” 

An attempt was also made by Lynch, it will be seen, to induce the 
Medical Officer of the Dispensary to certify that the family were' unfit 
to be removed. 

It appears from Dr. Curtis’s certificate, however, that this never was 
the fact ; and, in any case, it must be borne in mind that it was not for 
a week after their arrival in Cork that it became necessary to afford one 
of the children some slight medical relief, and Lynch himself admits that 
when they arrived here there was nothing in their state of health to 
prevent their proceeding to Kenmare. 

I think it will be desirable to furnish the Board of Guardians with a 
copy of this evidence, and instructions as to the precise steps that will 
be necessary in case it should be decided to institute a prosecution in the 
case — at the same time I fear very much that, having regard to the large 
amount so recently expended in this way, and the very slight redress 
then obtained, a serious reluctance will be now most probably felt to 
embark in any similar proceedings.

Minutes of Evidence enclosed in foregoing Beport. 

Cork. May 2f), 1865. 

Cornelius Ltncit, sworn and examined — I am a labouring man, and lived ior 
the eight months before I was sent over to Ireland in Deptford, in the Greenwich 
Union. My family consists of my wife and four children; the eldest was bom in 
1858, and the youngest last February. We all arrived in Cork on Sunday, the 
23rd of April last, by the Cormorant steamer. W© had been fqr the three months 
before that in the Greenwich Union Workhouse, and were then ordered to be sent 
over to the Kenmare Union, count}' Kerry. I did not get a copy of the warrant, hut I 
6aw the warrant in the police courts, both at Greenwich and Cork. It greeted that we 
should be delivered at the Kenmare Workhouse. Mr. William Lyons, a man of Mr. 
Frost’s, came over with us, and on our arrival in Cork on Sunday, the 23rd of April, Mr, 
Lyons brought us, as well as some others, to the house of Mr. Michael Barry, 29, 
Patrick's- quay. . 

I told Mr. Lyons that I and my family would remain that ipgbt at the house of my 
mother-iq-law, who resides ip. Cork ; and he allowed us to do so. I met Mr. Lyons, by 
appointment, the following morning at Mr. Barry’s house. He told me he was then going 
to deliver one woman at Fermoy and another at Kanturk, and that he could not take us 
on to Kenmare till the following day. I asked him to take me on alone and leave my 
family in Cork, where I intended to get my living, and that my presenting myself at

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Kemnare -would be sufficient. He said that would not do; that lie could not take me 
without mv family ; but I said I would go at my own expense and so we parted. 

I did go^the following day, liy myself, to Kenmare. 1 did not see tile Master of tlie 
Workhouse there, but I saw an officer named Shea, to whom I reported myself. I did no t 
go into the Workhouse at all, hut came hack to Cork on the following Thursday, on winch 
day I found that before my arrival Lyons had returned to London by the Dodo. . 1 
remained from that till Sunday, the 7th instant, at the house of my mother-in-law, 
a few shillings about the town. On that day I again met Mr Lyons, who had just Ruined 
from London again, with a person bound for Mill-street. He asked what X was gom^ to 
do, and I asked him to take me alone on to Kenmare, as he had the warrant; but lie 
refused to do so without also taking my children. He then asked me to come to Harp's 
house, when two police constables were sent for. Lyons wanted one of the constables to 
witness a declaration from me that I had no further claim on the Greenwich Union ; hut 
he refused to do so. I said on that occasion that my children were ill, ancl not lit to go. 

On the Thursday following I was brought by Lyons to the Police Court, where 1 signed 
a declaration that I had no further claim on the Greenwich Union, ancl I stated, I believe, 
in it that my children were not lit to be removed. The Magistrate required me to get 
him a medical certificate of this, and I brought him a certificate from Dr. Curtis to state 
that two of mv children were receiving medicine from him. . 

Three of mv children have received Dispensary relief since we arrived in Cork. I he 
first relief was given to my son Cornelius on the 1st of May. He had a lump under the 
jaw and whooping-cough. , „ , . 

There was nothing in the state of health of my family to prevent our going on to 
Kenmare the time we arrived in Cork, only being fatigued after the vovago. It was I that 
objected to taking the family to Kenmare, as it was my wish to earn my living m Cork, 
and I did not wish to have the- expense of taking them down and then bringing them back 
here again. , _ c

Timothy Lane, Relieving Officer, sworn and examined — On Sunday, thc7tli instant, I 
was called upon by William Lyons, as I understood, removing agent of Mr. Frost’s, of 
London ; he was accompanied by a local person here named Michael Barry, and the last 
witness, Cornelius Lynch. Barry had what I understood to be a warrant for the removal 
of Lynch and his family to Kenmare Union, and the object of the application to me was 
for a certificate that neither Lynch nor liis family lmd become chargeable on Cork Union. 
Barry showed me a letter from Frost directing that such a certificate should be obtained. 
I refused to give the certificate — at the time this application was made the family of Lynch 
had, in fact, received relief from the Cork Union, a ticket for Dispensary relief having 
been issued for his son Cornelius, on the 29th of April, and since then similar tickets have 
been issued for two more of his children, one dated the 0th arid the other the 10th instant.

■pt' removal to b© conveyed from this Union to the Ixeimiate XJmoft 
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Workhouse, and in reply, to state that by a hill of charges received by 
the Guardians from and paid to Mr. Frost, for the removal in question, 
the Guardians inferred until the receipt of your letter, that the paupers 
had been duly conveyed to their destination. 

A copy of Mr. Frost’s bill of charges, as paid by the Guardians on 8th 
ultimo, is sent herewith. 

The Guardians of the Cork Union are doubtless aware that Mr. Frost 
is not an officer of this Union, but a person largely employed by London 
parishes and unions in the conveyance of Irish poor, under warrants of 
removal, who is quite aware of the requirements of the law, and fully 
authorized to carry them out, and held responsible for so doing. 

A copy of your letter and its enclosures has been ordered to be sent to 
Mr. Frost, with a request for an explanation, on receipt of which a fur- 
ther communication will, if necessary, be made to you. 

In the meantime, I am directed to observe, that the Guardians of this 
Union, and their officers, are not open to the animadversions contained 
in your letter, being unaware until its receipt of any want of regularity 
on the part of Mr. Frost, who had been paid the full charges for the due 
execution of the warrant of removal.

— Extract from Minutes op Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of Cork Union, dated 8th June, 18G5. 

Proposed by R. Butcher ; seconded by Gt. Chatterton : 

Resolved, — That the Cork Board of Guardians have received and lmd 
before them the letter of the 6th hist., from the Clerk of the G reenwich 
Union, and they have seen with satisfaction from it that the recent 
failure to convey Cornelius Lynch and family to Kemnare, of which they 
have had occasion to complain, was attributable, not to any intentional 
omission of duty on the part of the Greenwich Board, but to a deliberate 
and palpable fraud which appears to have been practised upon them by 
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the agent employed by them to give effect to the removal order. At 
the same time, the Greenwich Board are doubtless aware that over the 
arrangements which they may think proper to make in such cases as the 
present, the Oork Board have no control whatever, and that it is to the 
Guardians of the Greenwich Union they can alone look for seeming to 
them the protection which the law of removal as now framed was in- 
tended to confer on Cork, and other similar port unions. 

Under these circumstances, and as a guarantee against the further 
recurrence of any similar proceedings, the Cork Board must now appeal 
to the Guardians of the Greenwich Union to institute criminal proceed- 
ings against the perpetrator of the fraud in Lynch’s case, in furtherance 
of "which this Board will readily afford every information as to the facts 
that may he required from them. 

It is necessary, however, to call the attention of the Greenwich Board 
to the provisions contained in secs. 2 and 3, 24 & 25 Vic., c. 76, and to 
point out that it appears from the annexed letter of the Clerk of the 
Kenmare Union to the Poor Law Commissioners, and the sworn evidence 
of Cornelius Lynch, that no copies of the removal warrant were in this 
instance furnished, in accordance with the law, either to the head of the 
family removed, or the authorities of the Kenmare Union. 



No, 9, Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 

of Guardians of Cork Union, dated 22nd June, 1865. 

Proposed by W. D. E. Parker ; seconded by Dr. Wall : 

Resolved,— That the special attention of the Greenwich Board of

I am directed by the Guardians to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 24th ult., and in reply thereto to state that the Guaidiaus 
having frilly considered the circumstances of the me of Cornelius Lynch, 
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and corresponded with Mr. Frost as to the irregularity which occurred 
in the execution of the order, have come to the conclusion that there are 
no sufficient grounds for instituting a criminal prosecution against him 
or his agent. 

Mr. Frost has explained that his agent endeavoured as far as possible 
to execute the order, and incurred considerable expense in so doing, but 
that difficulties were interposed by Lynch, as the depositions also show. 

The Guardians have, however, insisted on his giving instructions, if 
necessary, for the conveyance of the paupers from Cork to their destina- 
tion at his own expense, which he has consented to do. 

If the paupers are to the knowledge of the Guardians or Officers of the 
Cork Union, still in Cork, I will on hearing from you instruct Frost to 
effect their removal.

No. 12.— Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of Cork Union, dated July 20, 18(io. 

Proposed by W. D. E. Parker, seconded by R. Butcher : 

Resolved,— That this Board have received with the utmost surprise and 
disappointment the letter of Mr. Saw, Clerk of the Greenwich Union 
with reference to the case of Cornelius Lynch and family. 

The previous letter of the Clerk of Greenwich Union, distinctly stated 
that Mr. Frost had furnished to that Board a detailed account of the 
expenses alleged to have been actually incurred in conveying this family 
to Kemnare, though they had never been removed there at all. This 
statement if correct, as this Board must presume it to have boon dis- 
closed on the part of the removing agent, Mr. Frost, not merely an 
irregularity but a palpable fraud, by which lie made himself liable to 
criminal proceedings; and the Board must express their amazement at 
finding that tins most serious point in the case is not even adverted to 
m the present letter of the Clerk of the Greenwich Union 
Under these circumstances this Board feel bound to request the Poor 
Law Commissioners to bring the entire correspondence that has taken 
place under the notice of the Government, with a view to terminating 
the connexion of Mr. Frost with the removal of Irish poor to this 
country; and that this Board do furnish to the Greenwich Board a copy 
of Judge Keoghs judgment in the ease of another Removing Officer at 
the recent Limerick Assizes. 6 



No. 13.— Copy of Judgment of Judge Keogi-i referred to in the 
foregoing Minute. 

Limerick Assizes— (from the Cork Herald of July 1 9 , 1865).— Desertion 
of a Pauper by a Removing Officer. 

William Fitzgerald a Removing Officer, living in King-street, city of 
Cork was put forward on the charge of abandoning a ptuper who was 
intrusted to his care for removal to Listowel. 

Mr. Waters (barrister), said he was appointed for the prisoner, and he 
was instructed to withdraw the plea of not guilty, and substitute one of 
guilty. He thought it was right to state to the Court the circumstances 
under which the man was charged. A warrant was given to a person 
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named Frost, and nnder that -warrant some paupers were brought over 
here from England. 

Fitzgerald, who lives in Cork, received the warrant and a sum of 
money from Frost sufficient to carry those people to their respective 
destinations. He (counsel) had the instructions delivered by Frost, and 
in accordance with them he brought the paupers to Limerick, the place 
of destination being Listowel. Under a late statute persons removing 
paupers were only required to take their charge to the next port; and if 
his lordship would take into consideration that the accused was certainly 
unaware of the Act that was passed more recently, a few months before 
this offence had been committed, he would suggest that the ends of 
justice would be satisfied by pleading guilty, and having a mitigated 
penalty imposed. 

Mr. I)e Moleyns , Q.C., said the state of feeling revealed in this case has 
very recently created a good deal of attention. The learned counsel 
quoted the Acts of Parliament relating to the removal of paupers, and 
proceeded to say that in this case it appeared that the unfortunate 
paupers had been placed on board the steamship Ibis , and that during 
five days they were exposed on the deck, without proper clothing or 
nourishment. The circumstances of their removal were most startling, 
and it was in consequence tire authorities thought it right to institute 



this prosecution. 

Mr. Waters, in reply to his Lordship, said the paupers brought the 
-warrant themselves. The money was sent from England to this man. 

His Lordship having read the warrant and letter from Frost to Fitz- 
gerald, said the whole blame of this transaction was thrown on the union 
at the other side. That did not appear to be the true state of facts. 
Fitzgerald was a small slave dealer (as he could call him nothing else), 
living in the city of Cork, and he eked out his livelihood out of the pay 
he received by the transportation of those people. For a brief consider- 
ation he undertook, as a sort of contractor, to remove the paupers to a 
certain place, and when he got them to Limerick lie left them there. 
Thus both he and Frost endeavoured to make a false profit by the de- 
portation of human beings. It was as plain as daylight that these un- 
fortunate people were placed on hoard a steamer without food or clothes, 
and in. Ilia (the Judge’s) opinion, if any of them died on the passage, the 
person intrusted with their charge was liable to be indicted for man- 
slaughter The law stated that the officer could not part his charge until 
he brought him to the destination set forth in the warrant. The warrant 
in this instance was most carefully drawn up, and it set forth that the 
paupers were to he taken to Limerick, and thence to tlie said Union of 
Listowel. The words of the Act of Parliament were, that any person 
employed in the execution of a warrant duly issued, who shaU wdlmgly 
deser/the pauper before he has conveyed him to the place of ’destination, 
shall he liable to a fine of £10, and in default, three mouths imprison- 
ment.” The warrant is intrusted for execution to Frost, and lie gives it 
to the unhappy paupers, who are themselves compelled to carry them own 
badge of servitude, to hand it over to the agent, a sort of crimp in the 
port of Cork to whom it is transmitted. Frost is enabled by bis arrange- 
ment with tffis man to transgress the Act of Parliament, which says he 
must accompany them. He puts them on board a rtmner, ^d gives 
them a shilling or sixpence, and away thev go until Fitzgei aid picks 
them up in Cork, and he shoves them off to Limerick, and when he gets 

tiS Mr said' ftom his IioidWhip’B expression he woulij withdraw the 

.plea guilty, and let him take liis trial. 
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J udge Keogh said he would not allow it now. 

Mi. TJe Moleyns said that the Grown did not press for a severe punish- 
ment, but they thought it right to brhig forward the case to prevent a 
recurrence of the offence. It was quite possible that the man was not 
aware of the law. 

His Lordship. That is perfectly out of the question. Here is the 
warrant specifying the Act of Parliament, and expressly calling the 
attention of the parties. Of course the law cannot reach a man in 
England, and the only way is to deal with the sub-agent here : but un- 
doubtedly I will teach those persons a lesson that they wont forget soon. 
I think the penalty in the Act of Parliament is entirely too light and I 
am sorry I have no power to increase it. I will impose the ’fullest 
penalty, £10, or three months imprisonment.

A copy of the correspondence is enclosed, from which it appears that 
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a man named Cornelius Lynch, with his wife and four young children, 
arrived in Cork in charge of an agent of Mr. J ohn Frost, who contracts 
for the removal of paupers from the London unions to Ireland, and that 
the agent, William Lyons, was intrusted with a warrant authorizing and 
directing the removal of the family to the Kemnare Union. 

The precise terms of the warrant cannot be specified, inasmuch as the 
Board of Guardians of Greenwich Union neglected, as it appears, to com- 
ply with the terms of the 3rd section of the Act 24 & 25 Vic., cap. 7 6, 
which requires that a copy of the warrant shall be sent to the union to 
which the pauper is to be removed by the Guardians obtaining the 
warrant. 

Instead of taking the family on to Kemnare when they arrived at 
Cork, the Removing Officer left them in Cork, and allowed them to go at 
large there, thus rendering the Cork Union liable at any moment to be 
burdened with their support. 

Both Mr. Frost and his agent appear subsequently to have become 
aware of the breach of the law which had been committed in abandoning 
the family, for they made various attempts to free themselves in an 
irregular manner from the consequences which they apprehended. 

The Board of Guardians of Cork Union, on the circumstances of the 
ease being made known to them, addressed the Board of Guardians of 
Greenwich Union on the subject, calling their attention to the continued 
disregard of the requirements of the law in the removal of paupers to 
Ireland on the part of the persons employed by them, a,ncl to the hard- 
ship inflicted on the Cork Union thereby, at the same time requesting 
their explanation in regard to the present case. 

It will be seen by the reply from the Greenwich Board, dated the 6th 
June, that the Guardians of that union were under the impression, from 
the items of the bill of expenses furnished to them by Mr. Frost, and 
paid, that he had caused the paupers to he duly conveyed to their desti- 
nation, his bill specifying items purporting to have been disbursed, by 
his agent for conducting the family to ICilgarvan, in the Kenmare Union. 

The Board of Guardians of Greenwich Union had promised on the 6th 
June to obtain an explanation from Mr. Frost on the subject, but it is 
only now, after twice being applied to, that the communication of the 
14tli July has been received from the Board of Guardians of Greenwich 
Union, which the Commissioners concur with the Guardians of Cork 
Union in regarding as wholly unsatisfactory. 

The Board of Guardians of Greenwich Union now make a proposal to 
the effect that Mr. Frost should now convey the . paupers from Cork to 
Kenmare at his own expense ; hut the man and his family having passed 
out of the custody of the person removing them, he has no power what- 
ever to interfere with the liberty of the subject by taking such a step, 
and the Commissioners have apprized the Guardians of Cork Union to 

that effect. , ^ , - 

The Commissioners, in compliance with the request of tne i5oarci oi 
Guardians of Cork Union, desire to bring the case under the considera- 
tion of His Excellency, with a view to the facts being made known to 
the Poor Law Board in England, and in order that some effectual means 
may be taken to cause the provisions of the law for the removal of Insli 
born persons to Ireland to be carried out in a lawful and effectual man- 
ner by duly authorized and responsible persons.

Greenwich (S.E.), 

My Lords and Gentlemen, September 6, 1865. 

_ I am directed by the Guardians of this union to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of 24th ultimo, on the subject of a complaint made 
by the Guardians of the Cork Union relative to the execution of the 
warrant for removal of Cornelius Lynch and his wife and family from 
the Greenwich Union to the Kenruare Union in Ireland. 

In reply to the inquiries contained in your letter, I am directed to 
make the following observations : — 



1. The warrant of removal was obtained at the Greenwich Police 
Court on 21st March lost, and directed the removal of Cornelius Lynch 
his wife, and four children, from the Greenwich Union to the workhouse 
of the Kenmare Union, in the county of Kerry, and copy of such war- 
rant was posted by Mr. W. Young, Assistant Relieving Officer, Deptford 
(addressed to the Guardians of the Kemnare Union), on 22nd March 
. In T ^ e “ oat I 1 of A P rU ti ] e warrant was intrusted by the Guardians 
to Mr. John Frost, a person of considerable experience in the removal of 
Irish poor, with the view that the paupers should be properly conveyed 
to their legal destination, and they were forwarded by him in due course 
reaching Cork en route on 28tli April. * 

3. On arriving at Cork, Lynch appears to have objected to his childr en 
going on, and said they were too ill to proceed, but went on to the Ken 
mare Umon house alone, his expenses thither being defrayed (it is stated 
by Mr Frost) by Mr. Lyons Mr. Frost's agent. It is clear that one of 
Lynchs children was ill and under medical treatment on 29th April 
the day after arrival, and that subsequently two others became ill as 
appears from the statement of Mr. Lane, Believing Officer of the Cork 
Union, but it is denied by the Guardians of the Cork Union that they 
were unlit to proceed. J 

4. The Guardians of the Greenwich Union were unaware that the 
warrant of removal had not been completely executed until the receipt 
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of a letter dated 30tli May last, from the Clerk to the Cork Union, they 
having, on 8th May last, paid Mr. Frost a hill of charges, which contained 
an item for the expense of conveying all the paupers to the workhouse 
of the Kenmare Union. 

5. On receipt of the letter from the Clerk to the Cork Union, the 
Guardians of this union wrote to Mr. Frost, and were informed by him 
that Lynch had thrown obstacles in the way of the removal of his family 
beyond Cork. No satisfactory explanation was received as to the charge 
for removing all the paupers to itenmare Union house; but Mr. Frost 
afterwards stated that his agent went to considerable expense in endea- 
vouring to execute the order, which he considered entitled him to make 
such charge, and Mr. Frost assented to the requirement of the Guardians 
of this union that he should convey the paupers from Cork to then- legal 
destination, and this was notified to the Guardians of the Cork Union 
by the Clerk to this union, in a letter dated 14th July last ; but the 
Guardians of the Cork Union have expressed themselves dissatisfied that 
the Guardians of this union have not instituted a criminal prosecution 
against Mr. Frost, for fraudulently obtaining money from the Guardians 
of this union by means of the overcharge contained in his bill. 

6. The Guardians of this union, as at present advised, do not deem it 
expedient to incur the heavy expense of a criminal prosecution against 
Mr. Frost, in reference to the overcharge contained in his bill, it being 
very doubtful how far such a prosecution would be sustainable; and as 
this union alone and not the Cork Union is aggrieved by the overcharge, 
the Guardians of this union are fairly entitled to exercise an uncontrolled 
discretion as to the prosecution in question. 

7. The Guardians of this union have done all in their power to remedy 
any grievance of the Cork Union arising out of the mode in which^the 
warrant of removal was executed; but if the Guardians of the Cork 
Union have evidence of a violation of the law by Mr. Frost, or his agents, 
in the wilful desertion of the paupers, it is open for them to prosecute 
under the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 89, sec. 4 ; hut the correspondence of the 
Cork Union does not allege any such wilful violation of the law, so far 
as it appears to the Guardians of this union from a perusal thereof. 

8 The further details of the matter will be found in the correspondence 
between the Cork Union and Greenwich Union, with accompanying 
documents, copies of which the Guardians of this union understand have 
been sent from the Cork Union to tire Poor Law Board. .

Gentlemen, 



Dalkey, March 8, 1866. 



In accordance with the instructions contained in your letter of the 
5th inst., I have the honour to forward to you the sworn evidence of 
Mary Lander, who, with her two children, was lately removed from 
Swansea to this country. 

According to her statement it appears she was taken by rail to Bristol, 
and sent by steamer to Dublin, where she arrived on the 24th ult. 

She says that a policeman took her from Swansea Workhouse to the 
railway station, and gave her in charge there to another officer who 
accompanied her to Bristol, and that this officer left her on board the 
steamer at Bristol, and paid 15s. for her passage, giving her at the same 
time the removal warrant, and telling her that she would be forwarded 
from Dublin to the union in which she was born. She does not know 
the name of the policeman, or of the officer who accompanied her to 

Bristol. . 

I wrote to the agent of the steamer at Bristol for information on tins 
subject, and he states that a man paid the steward 15 s. for the passage 
« of a woman with two children (one free) as deck passengers,” on the 
23rd ult., but that he cannot ascertain the name of the man. 

The advertised charge for a deck passage from Bristol to Dublin is 10s., 
and 5s. -would appear to have been paid for one child, the other having 

been taken free. ... 

You will observe that the removal of this woman was efleoted without 
any regard to the provisions of the Act 26 & 27 Vic., c. 89 ; the form 
of warrant prescribed by that Act was not adopted ; the officer charged 
with the execution of the warrant did not accompany the person removed 
to the place of destination ; the warrant directed that the woman should 
be delivered at the workhouse of the Dublin Union, instead of at the 
workhouse of the union in which she was bom; and the woman and 
two young children were removed as deck passengers in the month ol 
February.

The Poor Law Commissioners. 
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Deposition of Mary Lander, enclosed in foregoing Report. 

Mary Lander having been duly sworn, states — I was bora at Moate, in the county of 
Westmeath, and lived there till I went to England about fourteen years ago. I married 
at Birmingham, and about a year ago I came with my husband and my two children to 
Swansea. My husband left me about eight months ago, and about five mouths ago I went 
into the workhouse at Swansea. Some days before I was removed I was taken before the 
magistrates and questioned as to my place of birth, and I said it was Moate; but I did not 
wish to come to Ireland, and I said so. The master of the workhouse took mo before the 
magistrates. 

On the Thursday after I, was before the magistrates a policeman came for me to the 
workhouse, and took me and my two children to the railway station, and gave me in 
charge to another officer who was not in uniform, and who was called a detective. This 
man took us by train to Bristol, and put us on board the Dublin steamer ; and I saw him 
pay our fare to Dublin. He paid 15s. He then gave me the paper, and told me to take 
care of it, and to come to the Dublin Workhouse and to show the paper, and I would be 
taken in; and that I would be sent on from Dublin to Athlone if I liked. X heard him 
tell the stewardess to look after me and the children. He then went away, and I did not 
see him again. He gave me enough of food for the journey. 

I do not know the names, either of the policeman who took me to the train, or of the 
officer who came with me to Bristol. 

The steamer left Bristol on Friday morning about twelve o’clock, and wo arrived in 
Dublin about three o’clock next day, and a policeman directed me here. 

We were on deck all night. It was a very bad night, and I got wet, but I had a piece 
of oilcloth lent to me by a sailor to cover the children. 

My eldest child is a boy, about seven years old, and the other is thirteen months old.

With reference to the resolution of the Board of Guardians of North 
Dublin Union on the 8th ultimo, on the subject of the removal of Mary 
Lander and her two children from Swansea, the Commissioners for admin- 
istering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, desire to acquaint tile 
Board of Guardians that having instructed their Inspector, Mr. Robinson, 
to examine the woman on oath as to the circumstances of her removal' 
they have now received a report from him, from which it appeal's that 
according to Mary Lander’s statement, she was taken by a policeman 
from Swansea Workhouse to the railway station, and there given in. 
charge to another officer, who accompanied her to Bristol; that this 
latter officer left her on board the steamer at Bristol, and paid 15s. for 
her passage, giving her at the same time the removal warrant, and telling 
her that she would be forwarded from Dublin to the union in which she 
was born. She does not know the name of either of these officers, nor 
could the agent of the steamer at Bristol, to whom Mr. Robinson applied 
on the subject, ascertain the name of the man by whom the passage-money 
was paid to the steward. The money paid was for the passage “of a woman 
with two children (one free) as deck passengers." 

Upon referring to the warrant of removal, it appears that the Guardians 
of the Swansea Union are required by it to cause the woman and her 
children “to be conveyed to the parish of St. Mary’s, in the Union of 
Athlone, and to be delivered at the workhouse of Dublin Union, which 
contains the port of Dublin, being the port nearest to the place of ultimate 
destination.” It appears, therefore, that the removing authorities have 
acted in ignorance of the change of the law made in 1863 (26 & 27 Vic., 
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c. S9), by which the power to remove paupers to any place other than the 
place of birth or last residence in Ireland named in the warrant, is re- 
pealed ; but as the woman appears to have been legally removable to Ire- 
land, there is no appeal against the warrant. 

The violation of 6th section of the Act 24 & 25 Vic., c. 76, in remov- 
ing the woman and her children as deck passengers in the month of Feb- 
ruary, exposes the parties who conducted the removal to a penalty of £5 
on conviction ; but, as above stated, it does not appear from the evidence 
who the parties were.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland transmit to you, for the information of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, the accompanying copy of correspondence which they 
have had with the Board of Guardians of North Dublin Union, on the 
subject of the removal of Mary Lander and two young children from the 
Swansea Union. 

It will be seen that the warrant under which the removal took place, 
is framed in accordance with the provisions of the 24 & 25 Vic., c. 7 6, and 
without any regard to the provisions of the later Act (26 & 27 Vic., c. 89), 
by which those provisions have been materially altered. In the present 
state of the law, the parties obtaining the warrant of removal ought to 
have made provision for conveying the persons to be removed to the place 
of ultimate destination, and there is no authority for sending them to a 
port union, as has been done in this case, with a view to their being re- 
moved to their place of ultimate destination by the Guardians of that 
union. It will be seen, also, that independently of any question regarding 
the warrant, the mode in which the removal was conducted was most irre- 
gular ; the woman appears to have been deserted by the person employed 
in the” execution of the warrant when he placed her on board the steamer 
at Bristol, and he has thereby been guilty, according to the 4th section of 
the 26 & 27 Vic., c. 89, of a misdemeanors, which exposes him to a penalty 
of £10, or three months’ imprisonment. 
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It appeal’s also tliat she and her children were sent as deck passengers, 
in violation of the 6th section of the Act 24 & 25 Yic., c. 76. 

The Commissioners have pointed these circumstances out to the Board 
of Guardians, and have at the same time stated that they had been unable 
to ascertain the names of the parties engaged in the removal, and the 
Guardians now request the Commissioners to take further steps in the 
matter. The Commissioners, however, have no powers of inquiry in 
England, except when an appeal is contemplated under the 7th section 
of the 26 & 27 Vic., c. 89 ; but they think that the removing authorities 
at Swansea should have the opportunity of explanation hi reference to 
the absence of all regard to the existing state of the law as alleged in 
the present case, and as appearing on the face of the warrant, and with 
this view the Commissioners have thought it right to bring the case under 
the notice of His Excellency.

In compliance with the instructions conveyed to me in your letter 
of the 18th instant, No. l,052/’66, 1 have examined Elizabeth Finn, and 
I now beg to forward her statement on oath. 

I have no means of testing the accuracy of her statement ; I have, 
however, as you will see, obtained such details as will facilitate any 
further inquiry into her ease at Toxteth Park. 

It seems to me that there are sufficient grounds to question her lia- 
bility to removal to Ireland. 

The circumstances attending her removal are fully detailed. 

The Board of Guai’dians of Wexford Union have written for a copy 
of the depositions in her case.

Minbtes of Evidence enclosed in the foregoing Report. 

Elizabeth Finn, duly sworn, states— I am a married woman, and the mother of five 
children. I am about forty-two years of age. I was bom at Monavullen, in the parish of 
Oulart, about five miles from Enniscorthy. I first left my home the summer of the year 
the Queen was crowned. I was only a child when I left Ireland. I went to Liverpool; 
was a servant there; then went to the Cheshire side of the river. I was married in the 
R C Chapel of Birkenhead about twenty-two years ago. My hushandis an Englishman. 
He always told mo ho was horn anil brought up in Liverpool. 1 do not know in what 
precise place in Liverpool or the name of the parish or township. My husband’s name is 
Owen Finn I cannottell whether he waB oflrish origin. He is alabonrer. I do not know 
where he is now. Ho left me to go and look for work three days before I went into the 
workhouse at Smithdown-lane, Toxteth Park. My husband and I lived with our family in 
Henderson-Btrcet, Toxteth Park, for eight years. I forget the number. Ve then removed 
into Bedford-strcet, Toxteth Park. No. i, Bedford-street. W a were twelve months there. 
Then into Albert-street, No. 3. This was in Toxteth Park too. Then to No. 6, John- 
street Toxteth Park — three years there; then Stanhope-street, No. 5, Court, in Toxteth 
Park too We then removed to 25, Opwood-street, Northend, not in the Toxteth Park 
district • it is about four miles from Toxteth Park. We removed according to the work; 
for the ’last four yeta we have lived at Wolf-street, Toxteth Park, No. 3, Court We 
never left it all those four years. We lived in the same house. It was in the Toxteth 
Park Union I don’t know the name of the parish or township. I only know our chapel 
was St Patrick’s Chapel. My husband was for twelve years in one employment, Mr. 
Miller’s He always supported bis family, and kept us out of the union; but work 
becoming scarce, he went to America some mouths ago to try and do better for us. He 
left us all at borne (No. 3, Court), Woolf-street. On his arrival m America his health 
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failed and he came home again. He was away altogether five months. About six weeks 
before he came back, I was forced to seek relief for myself and children (four), my oldest 
being at sea. The eldest of my children now with me is 13, Margaret, Johnny 11, Jemmy 8, 
and Mary 4. We were allowed 5s. a week for six weeks. I then went before the Board, 
and told them my husband had returned from America, and that he had again gone to look 
for worlc ; they then said I had better come into the poorhouse, and I did so. I brought 
the children with me, leaving my furniture and things in a neighbour’s house, Mr*. 
Caffrey’s house, Market-court, Rathborne-street. I was five weeks in the poorhouse. 
About a fortnight after I bad been there, I was taken before a magistrate. I don’t know 
his name. He told the Passinaster I had been too Jong in the country, and lie could not 
pass me. The Passinaster said I was Irish. He said he dared say I was, and did not 
doubt it, but he could not pass me, especially as I had seen my husband so lately. All 
my children were born in England, and registered in England ; three were born in Liver- 
pool, and two in Cheshire ; my eldest son is 21. I have been once in Ireland since I was 
married, about thirteen years ago. I was only one week at my sister’s, who lives near 
Oulart My husband never was in Ireland to my knowledge, nor were any of my children 
until now. 



When I asked for my discharge from the workhouse to go and get tidings of my hus- 
band, the Master of the Workhouse said he had a warrant to pass me to Ireland, and T 
was sent off against my wish. I resisted, and three officers escorted me to the steamer, 
and a pair of handcuffs was sent to be used if necessary. The children cried, and begged 
me to go quietly, so that I might not be handcuffed; at a moment’s notice I was sent off 
like a prisoner. 

We embarked at Liverpool on the 10th of January. We were deck passengers, but we 
got shelter in the hold with some sailors and others who were passengers. We lmd a fearful 
passage, and the children suffered a deal. It blew .so hard that the vessel could not get 
into Wexford, but had to run for Ballyhaclc. We then came here, a distance of twenty - 
five miles, on an open car, and the children were quite benumbed with cold when they 
reached Wexford, at 11$ o’clock on Thursday night. We were accompanied by n paid 
officer of Toxteth Park Union. I don’t know his name. I last saw my husband three 
days before I went into the workhouse, and I was about five weeks there, to the best of mV 
knowledge. My husband never received relief from any parish. I don’t know where my 
husband is. He was always a good husband and a good father, and had I been let out 
of the workhouse I could have found him. Ho always went to his placo of worship 1 
am sure he has returned before this, and it is no fault of mine that I am not there to meet 
hun. I am sure my things are all safe. My sailor son is now on his way homo from 
Calcutta. The Master of Toxteth Park Union told mo that if I wrote to him he would 
tell my son where I had gone on his arrival, as I said I feared when he found his home 
broken up, lie might go to the bad.

Referring to their letter of the 2Gth ultimo, on the subject of the 
removal of Elizabeth Finn and her four children from the township of 
Toxteth Park to the workhouse of the Wexford Union, the Commis- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire to state that, as the question of the liability of Elizabeth Finn and 
her children to be removed to Ireland appeared open to considerable 
doubt, the Commissioners were desirous of seeing the depositions on 
which the warrant was granted, but as those depositions do not appear 
to have been yet furnished to the Guardians, the Commissioners now 
forward a copy of the woman’s statement on oath, as made to Mr. 
Hamilton, Poor Law Inspector. 

From this statement it appears that, apart from the question of the 
liability of the woman and her children to removal, there were several 
irregularities and some hardship in the case. 

In the first place, it appears that if removable to Ireland at all the 
family ought to have been sent to the Enniscorthy Union, and not to the 
Wexford Union. 

It would also appear from her statement that the only magistrate 
before whom she was taken, stated that she was not removable, and 
declined to grant the order ; and if this statement is true it would appear 
that the warrant which was subsequently obtained, and under which she 
was removed, was not obtained in accordance with the provisions of the 
Poor Removal Acts. 

The family were removed as deck passengers, contrary to the provisions 
of the 6th sec. of the 24 & 25 Vic., cap. 76, by which the guilty parties 
have rendered themselves liable to a penalty of £ 5 . 

The forcible removal of the woman against her will (handcuffs being 
produced to her, though not actually used), without allowing her an 
opportunity of seoing after her furniture, appears to have been an act of 
harshness though not any violation, probably, of the law as it exists. 

The main question, however, appears to be whether the woman was 
removable at all to Ireland. If her husband, who appears to be an Eng- 
lishman, has ft settlement in England, and if that settlement is known, 
the family ought to have been removed to the place of his settlement. 
The depositions, however, do not contain sufficient information on tins 
point, and it becomes a question for the Guardians’ consideration whether 
they will incur the expense of a preliminary inquiry in England, to 
ascertain what the facts really are, and the place of the husband’s settle- 
ment — which can be done at trilling expense. 

The costs of an appeal against the removal, under the 7th sec. ol the 
Act 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 89, would he more serious; but m the event ot 
the appeal being successful, the costs of both proceedings, as well as the 
costs of the pauper's’ maintenance and then- re-transmission to the Umon 
from which they have been removed would he payable by the Board ot 
Guardians of that Union ; and if the Guardians think an appeal desirable, 
and will pass a resolution, in terms of the section above referred_ to. (a 
copy of which is enclosed), agreeing to pay the costs, the Commissioners 
will at once take the necessary steps in the matter.

Wexford Union. 

Report of Messrs. Marsh and. Barratt to the Commissioners for ad- 
ministering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, on a preliminary 
inquiry under the Act 26 & 27 Vic., c. 89, s. 7, as to the removal of 
Elizabeth Finn and her four children from Toxteth Park, Lancashire, 
to Wexford Union. 

The undersigned beg to report that we have been for seven days 
engaged in making a diligent inquiry into the circumstances of this 
removal. Of the difficulties which have attended our inquiry some idea 
may be formed when we mention the fact that Mrs. Caffrey, the neighbour 
in Market-court, mentioned in the pauper’s deposition, had died a fortnight 
before our inquiry commenced ; and of all the inhabitants of No. 3, Court, 
Woolf-street, such is the migratory nature of the population, that one 
only had resided there for a longer period than a week. We succeeded, 
however, in ascertaining that Owen Finn had returned and removod his 
furniture, and had been seen by a provision dealer named Boyle, to whom 
he owed a small shop bill, and to whom he would not give his address. 
Either from this circumstance, or from his distrusting, for other roasons, 
the object of our inquiry, we have no doubt he has during a whole week 
been purposely evading all attempts to find him. We succeeded, how- 
ever, in tracing him to the works of the Great Northern Extension 
Railway at Liverpool, thence to a quarry at Evortou, theuoo to Bootlo ; 
and eventually, from assistance afforded to us through the influence of the 
Rev. Canon Chapman, of St. Werburgh’s Roman Catholic Chapel, 
Birkenhead, and the Rev. P. Power, of St. Anthony’s Roman Catholic 
Chapel, Liverpool, we succeeded in finding Owen Pinn living at No. 7 
house. No. 28, Court, Hornby-street, Liverpool. His wife, Elizabeth 
Finn, and three of the four children removed ore living with him, having 
been sent back by her friends. 

There is no ground for the suggestion that Owen Finn is an English- 
man. He states that he was brought from Ireland when about nine 
years of age by his father and mother, but never heard from what part 
of Ireland he came. We have seen his sister, named Regan, who is living 
in Stanley-court, Dryden-street, Scotlaud-road, and is a little older than 
Finn, and she can only give the same information. 

Before seeing him we had ascertained from Messrs. Williams and Jones, 
of 32, Castle-street, Liverpool, the house agents who have the manage- 
ment of the property in No. 3 Court, Woolf-street, that the date of Finn’s 
entry into the tenancy of that house was the 16th March, 1863 ; and as 
the pauper in her statement to the Poor Law Inspector had riven her 
last previous residence at 25, Hopwood-street, North End, we considered it 
unnecessary to make further inquiries on that head. On its being pointed 
out to Finn ancl liis -wife that this did not give as long a residence in 
No - 3, Court, as had been stated, he asserted that lie had lived for a month 
previous in another house in the same court, and his wife wished to 
extend the statement to two months. We place no reliance on this 
assertion, and if true it is unimportant, as the period during which the 
pauper was receiving relief would have to be excluded from the compu- 
tation of time necessary to make the paupers irremovable, and the wife 
and family seem to have been receiving either out-door or in-door relief 
from the beginning of November, 1865. There is therefore no ground • 
for alleging irremovability. If the time had been sufficient a question 
would have arisen as to the effect of the husband’s absence in America, 
which, on the facts as now ascertained, it is unnecessary to discuss. 
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from E-n gland to Ireland: 

We find that the pauper is as alleged the wife of Owen Finn, though 
slio has not stated truly the date of the marriage, which according to 
her deposition, should have been about the year 1813 or 1844. We 
searched in vain the register at St. Werbiirgh’s during the years 1842 
to 1851, except during a short period during which the original register 
is defective, but fortunately the Marriage Register for the district of 
Wirrall preserves a copy, and we find that Owen Finn and Betsy 
Dempsey were married at St. Werburgh’s on the 20th February, 1850. 
Their eldest son, spoken of in the wife’s deposition as being abroad, was 
born out of wedlock at the workhouse in Birkenhead. We had obtained 
copies of the baptismal registers of the two next, namely, Margaret, born 
8 April, 1851, and John, born 9 September, 1853, each being a year or 
two older than stated by their mother. We have not found any register 
of the two youngest; but from the above facts it is evident that they 
were bom in England. We are told they were baptized at St. Anthony’s 
Roman Catholic Chapel, but have not thought it necessary to procure 
copies of the register. 

It is clear then that the pauper and her children are neither settled 
in England nor irremovable from Toxteth Park ; but there are several 
grounds on which the warrant of removal appears to us to be open to 
fatal objections, if it should be thought worth while to appeal against 
it, under the circumstances of the pauper having left Ireland and 
returned to Liverpool, and having regard moreover to the difficulty 
there may be in again searching for the paupers, and procuring their 
evidence in the event of an appeal. 

From the moment of the husband’s return from America he was 
clearly resident in Toxteth Park where Ms wife and family were living, 
and his subsequent absence in search of work was no interruption of his 
residence there, unless it was a desertion of Ins wife and children, which 
(having regard to Mr. Justice Erie’s definition of desertion B,. v. All 
Saints, Derby 14, 2 B. 220) there can be no pretence for alleging. Con- 
sequently relief given to his wife and children was relief given to Owen 
Finn as the head of the family, and no valid order could be made, except 
on his appearance before the magistrates, or at least on the return of a 
summons served upon him. See remarks of Coleridge J, in the case 
above quotoil 

The removal ought to have been to the union where the husband and 
not the wife was born, or if his place of birth or residence in Ireland 
could not be ascertained, then to the most convenient port, under the 
24 & 25 Vic., c. 76, s. 2. 

The warrant of removal is bad on the face of it in not showing any 
ground of removal to Wexford Union. It departs from the form pro- 
vided by 2G & 27 Vic., e. 89, in not alleging Oulart the place of birth 
to bo in Wexford Union, and it appears from the Board’s instructions 
in this case that it is in fact in another union. 

The pauper’s evidence alleges another important irregularity in the 
making of the order. She alleges in fact that the order was refused 
when she was before the magistrates, and subsequently made beMnd her 
back, and her evidence in this respect is corroborated by the appearance 
of the document itself. She embarked from Liverpool on the 10th 
January, having been about five weeks in the workhouse, winch would 
bring the date of her admission to about the 6th December. 

She was taken before the magistrates when she had been about a fort- 
night in- the workhouse, which would bring us to about the 20th, and 
the warrant appears to have been filled up ready for signature on the 
18th (a very close approximation to the dates derived from her state* 

E 
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ment), and subsequently altered to the 6th January, the. name of tlic 
pauper as the person giving evidence being at the same time altered to 
“ a competent person.” The form given by the Act does not require 
the names of the witnesses to be given, but it does require the name of 
the person making the application for the warrant ; and its omission in 
this case may be worth noticing in the grounds of appeal, if an. appeal 
be determined on, in respect of the more serious irregularities.

Adverting to previous correspondence on the subject of the removal 
of Elizabeth Finn and her four children from the township of Toxtetli 
Park, Liverpool, to the workhouse of the Wexford Union, tlie Commis- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland now 
transmit herewith, for the information of the Board of Guardians, a 
copy of a report which they have received from Messrs. Marsh and 
Barratt, solicitors, on the preliminary inquiries made by them into the 
circumstances of the removal in this case. 

The Commissioners desire at tlie same time to state that, looking to 
the fact that tlie woman and her. children have now returned, to Liver- 
pool, and have rejoined her husband thej’e, it seems scarcely worth the 
expense of proceeding with an appeal on the grounds suggested in tlie 
report, though the Commissioners place the fullest reliance on Messrs. 
Marsh and Barratt's view of the case. 

The Commissioners intend, however, ,to . place the case before tho 
Government, as an .instance of the irregularities ' practised in England 
by Poor Law authorities in availing themselves of the present law of 
removal, and to .point out the harsjwess of separating his wife anil 
children from Owen Finn on the unsustained ground of his having 
deserted them.

No. IS. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Under 
Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, ’ March 10,' 1866. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, a copy of correspondence relating to the 
removal of Elizabeth Finn and her. four children, aged thirteen, eleven, 
eight, and four years respectively, from the township of Toxteth Park, 
Liverpool, to tlie workhouse of Wexford Union. 

The case is one in which, as tlie Commissioners are advised, there are 
good grounds for an appeal against the warrant ; but on consideration of 
tlie circumstances mentioned in tlie report of Messrs. Marsh and Barratt, 
solicitors, of Warrington, by whom a preliminary inquiry Inis been 
made in accordance -with the provisions of the 7th section of the Act 
26 and 27 Vic., c. 89, and of the fact that the, family have returned 
to England, and are no longer chargeable to Wexford Union, the Com- 
missioners have advised the Board of Guardians not to incur the expense 
of an appeal, but have at the same time stated to them that they would 
bring the case under the hotioe of Her Majesty’s Government in Ireland. 

The Commissioners submit that the papers show the following state of 
facts, viz., that there was no legal grqund for' the removal of the woman 
and children without the husband ; that if removable they ought to have 
been all removed to the place to which the husband would have been 
removable ; and that even according to" the wife’s place of birth and resi- 
dence in Ireland they ought not to have been removed to Wexford 
Union, she having been born and always resided, when in Ireland, at a 
• place situated- in Enniscorthy Union. y- and lastly, that the order was made 
in her absence, the woman not being before the magistrates when the 
warrant was granted, as required by the 1st section of the Act 24 and 
25 Vic., c. 76: 

It will be seen by the woman’s deposition as taken by Mr. Hamilton, 
that about a fortnight after she entered the Toxteth Park Workhouse;

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she -was taken before a magistrate, who refused to grant a warrant for 
her removal; and that about three weeks afterwards, on her applying lor 
her discharge, in order that she might go and get tidings of her husband, 
the master told her he had a warrant to pass her to Ireland, and it was 
under this warrant that she was removed. This statement is confirmed 
by the appearance of the warrant itself, which, as originally filled up, 
referred to the examination of Elizabeth Film, and stated that the examin- 
ation was annexed, and bore date the 18th December, 18G5. The words 
referring to the examination of Elizabeth Finn have, however^ been 
altered, by striking out the words “ the said Elizabeth Finn, and insert- 
ing the words, “ a competent witness;” the words “ which examination 
is "hereto annexed” have also been struck out, ancl the date has been 
altered from the 18th December, 1865, to the 6th January, 1866 ; and 
it is a remarkable circumstance that although the Guardians of Wexford 
Union applied on the 22nd January last for a copy of the depositions in 
the ease, to which they are entitled by the 3rd section of the Act, no reply 
has been received. . .... 

Assuming that the solicitors who conducted the preliminary inqiury 
in Liverpool are correct in them view, that no pretence existed for con- 
sidering tliis woman to have been deserted by her husband, the removing 
authorities have without any colourable pretext separated by force a wile 
from her husband, and several young children from them father, sending 
them a long sea voyage on the deck of a steamer in stormy weather, at 
this inclement season of the year. It was only at the entreaty ol the 
children who cried to her to go quietly, and not have the handcuffs put 
on her, that the woman ceased to struggle against the illegal violence of 
those who were taking her from the place where her husband was resid- 
ing, although temporarily absent from her, in order to obtain work. The 
sufferings of the children diu-ing the voyage and afterwards are described 
in Elizabeth Finn’s deposition before the Inspector. She lias on all occa- 
sions when examined declared Owen Finn to have been a good husband 
to her, and a good father to her children, and this part of her statements 
is confirmed by the fact of her having since obtained from her relations 
in Ireland the means of returning to him at Liverpool, and by the fur- 
ther fact that on the recent inquiry made in that town they were found 
to be living together. Such proceedings as these would demand atten- 
tion, even ff they were capable of being justified by a rigorous construction 
of the law of removal; but as the case is now presented to the Commis- 
sioners, it appears to them quite necessary that the removing authorities 
should have the opportunity of explaining their conduct, and with this 
view the Commissioners have submitted the case to His Excellency's 
consideration.

The Commissioners desire to express their regret that the expense 
exceeds what they, from previous experience, expected it to he ; which 
arose from the peculiarity of the case and the great difficulty the soli- 
citors appear to have encountered in discovering the parties. 

The average expense of preliminary inquiries in previous cases con- 
ducted by the same solicitors has been less than £5. 

The information obtained is of great interest and importance in refer- 
ence to the existing state of the law of removal, and the case has been 
brought under the special consideration of Her Majesty’s Government.

Name of the port at which the embarkation took place? — St. Catherine’s 
Dock, London. 

How sent; as a deck passenger or otherwise? — Deck passenger to Cork, 
third class passenger per train to Killarney, from thence, like accommoda- 
tion to Limerick. 

When and by whom delivered at the workhouse? — 13th November, 
unaccompanied by Removing Officer. 

How long is it since the pauper left Ireland? — Sixteen years. 

Where was the pauper bom in Ireland (giving if possible the name of 
the parish, and the name of the towmland)?-— Village of Patrick’s Well, 
county and union of Limerick. 

What was the pauper’s last place of residence in Ireland (giving if 
possible the name of the parish and the name of the townland)? — Village 
of Patrick’s Well, county and union of Limerick. 

How long had the pauper resided in such place before leaving Ireland? 
— From birth. 

Where was the pauper residing in England when he or she became 
chargeable? (Give the name of the union, and also of the parish or town- 
ship, if possible). — Resided for sixteen years in the parish of Westminster, 
London. 

If the pauper is a widow, when did her husband die? — Married, hus- 
band in Westminster. 

If the pauper is a married woman deserted by her husband, how long 
is it since the desertion took place? — Not deserted. 

Where was the husband born? — Carey’s-road, city of Limerick. 

Had he ever received relief from any parish or union in England or 
Scotland? If so, at what time and from what parish or union? — No. 

Where did he last reside? — York-street, Westminster. 

How long had he resided there? — Sixteen years. 

Date of surviving parent’s death? — About ten or fifteen years. 

Where was the parent residing at the time of death? (Give the name 
of the union, and also of the parish or township). — Patrick’s Well. 

How long had the parent resided there? — Always resided there. 



The Pauper made the following Statement. 

That having applied for and obtained relief twice at the Westminster Workhouse, her 
husband having left London at that time in seareh of employment, she was forcibly taken 
before a magistrate, who interrogated her as to her previous place of residence. 'That she 
was then brought back to the workhouse, where she, with her two children, had been placed 
in a cab and sent off to the Saint Catherine's Dock, put on board the steamer bound for 
Cork. That she entreated of the officials at the workhouse to let ber go to lier husband 
and « she would never trouble them again;” and was told when he (the husband) would 
come to make inquiries about her he would be similarly dealt with. That during the 
three days she had been coming to Cork, the Removing Officer (whose name she could not 
ascertain) took no pains whatever about herself or two children, as he always appeared to 
be under the influence of drink. That upon her arrival in Cork, she was again put into 
the tram, and found herself next in Killarney, where, the Removing Officer having paid her 
fare per tram to Limerick, left her. 

. also submitted a letter, of which the following is a copy, received from her husband 
since her admission to this workhouse : — 
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Drury-lane, 25, Charles-strect, 
Mr dear Wife, London. 

I was greatly surprised when I received your letter’ to hear that you were in Ireland, 
which grieved me very much to hear that -you and my dear children were so distressed. 
They had no right to send you and my children away from me, that the children were born 
in Westminster parish, and I lived there twenty years ; and where else could they claim but 
that parish ? I was greatly surprised that they pressed them away from me in that manner 
without letting me know. As those in Westminster parish had no feeling, I hope and 
trust the gentlemen of Limerick Union will kindly assist you and the children back to me 
again, as I have plenty of work to support them, fo.r which I should feel very grateful.

No, 4 . — Report from Mr. Bourke to the Commissioners. 

Lisnagry, Limerick, 

Gentlemen, March 12, 1866. 

With reference to ypur.letter of toe 19th ult., No. 1,762, requesting 
me to report to you upon toe case of Mary Barry, who, with her two 
infant children, was removed from one of the metropolitan unions on the 
9th November last, under circumstances of great hardship, and in a 
manner apparently both cruel and illegal, I beg leave to state that upon 
personal inquiry, made at toe Limerick Workhouse on the 21st ult., X 
found that toe woman had taken her discharge on the 9th, and returned 
with her children to London, there to join her husband. 

I had no means, therefore, of exa m i n ing her upon oath, nor could I 
ascertain toe position of the case, as toe solicitor to whom toe papers had 
been intrusted by toe Guardians, with a view to his prosecuting the 
offenders, was absent from Limerick, where he only returned last week 

for the assizes. . 

I now understand from Mr. Murphy, the solicitor, that toe woman 
swore no information in the case, his opinion being that no proceedings

could be successfully undertaken; and be confined himself to address- 
ing the Poor Law Board on the subject, from whence he received a reply 
dated the 23rd of February, stating that inquiries were in progress re- 
garding the case. 

Under these circumstances, there is no other evidence than the woman’s 
own statement as to her treatment by the parish officers of the remov- 
ing union. But it is certain that she and her children were deserted oil 
then journey, contrary to the provisions of the Act, and arrived at the 
Limerick Workhouse unaccompanied by any Removing Officer. It is 
also certain that no warrant for her removal was received by the Lime- 
rick Guardians, nor, according to her statement, was any copy given to her. 

fehe states that she resided sixteen years in Westminster, and that 
although her husband had left London in search of employment when 
she applied the second time for relief, she was not deserted. It seems 
probable, however, that there was sufficient break in the husband’s 
residence to render the wife removable, as a letter received from him by 
his wife, whilst in the Limerick Workhouse, is dated from Charles-stroet, 
Di ury-lane. She states that she and her children were deck passengers 
from London to Cork, contrary to the provisions of the Act regulating 
the removal of the Irish poor; and that from Cork she was taken first to 
Ki llarney, and sent on from thence unaccompanied by the Removing 
Officer to Limerick, where she arrived on the 13th November. 

The omission of the parish authorities to furnish the Limerick Board 
with a copy of the warrant of removal in this case, deprived it of the 
immediate attention usually given in similar instances. And the woman 
has now left the workhouse without having furnished the means of 
determining the parish by which she was removed, and without giving 
all the details of her husband’s absence from London. 

It wild appear, however, that she was living in York-street, ‘West- 
minster, at the time of her removal, and it ought not to he difficult for 
the I oor Law Board to ascertain the facts relating to it, through the 
Clerk of the Union in which that street is situated.

(Here the same is inserted, No. 5,542/1866, C, 13th February, 1866, 
re Mary Barry and children.) 

The Board made inquiries of the Believing Officer in reference to the 
removal of the case referred to in the letter now read, and it appeared 
that this woman arid her children were admitted into the Petty France 
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liouse in tLe name of Mary Welch, on the 5th May, 1S65, and she took 
her discharge on the 10th June, to avoid removal; she ■was admitted 
again on the 25th September, and steps were taken to pass her to 
Ireland, but she again discharged herself on the 30th September to 
avoid removal to Ireland; she was again admitted on the 31st October; 
she remained in the house until the 7th November, and she was removed 
to Ireland at her own request. 

The Relieving Officer stated that option is given in every Irish case 
either to leave the workhouse or go to Ireland; that Mary Welch stated 
on oath she was bom at Patrick’s Well, Limerick, that she left there 
nine years ago, and that her husband had deserted her thirteen weeks ; 
she had not heard from him since, nor did she know where he is ; that 
a copy of the order for her removal to Ireland was given to her, and 
another copy was posted to the Guardians of the poor of the Limerick 
Union on the same day, viz., 7th November, 1865. 

The Clerk informed the Board that he forwarded to Mr. Frost, of 46, 
High-street, Wapping, the Agent for the removal of Irish paupers, a 
copy of that part of the letter sent to the Poor Law Board by the 
Guardians of the Limerick Union as relates to the removal of Mary 
Barry or Welch, with a request that he will oblige the Board with a full 
report of the circumstances attending the removal to Limerick, but he 
had not received any reply at present. 

The Board directed the Clerk to acknowledge the receipt of the Poor 
Law Board’s communication in reference to the case of Mary Barry now 
read, and inform them that the same was under investigation. 

March 1, 1866. 

The Clerk reported that he had seen Mr. Frost, and he made the 
following statement in reference to the case of Mary Barry, or Welch, 
referred to in the Poor Law Board’s communication on the 15th ult. : — 



Re Mary Welch or Barry. 

' February 27, 1866. 

Mr. Frost stated — I always see the warrant given to the pauper by the office who 
brings them to me, and in most cases tbe paupers aslc me to keep the -warrant until they 
embark. I have always received a good character of Peter Reynolds for steadiness and 
sobriety. I employed him to remove Welch and family to Limerick. The order was 
given to the pauper. 

Peter Reynolds, Conductor to Mr. Frost, the Agent for executing 
Irish Orders of Removal, states — 

I cannot remember the pauper named Welch or Barry. I removed her to Limerick, no 
doubt, on the day named, with three other families, under the orders of Mr. Frost. I had 
no occasion to go to Killamey between the 12th and 28th of November, and did not go, 
I am certain. Very often, when warrants are given to the paupers, they have tom them 
up on the voyage. I never handed her over to another person to take her to Limerick, 
because I always do the work myself of taking the poor to their destination. I keep no 
account of my journeys to and from Ireland, 

The Clerk was directed to forward the .result of the Board’s inquiries 
into the case of Mary Barry or Welch, on the 15th ult., and the state- 
ments made by Mr. Frost and his agent, now read, to- the Poor Law 
Board.

I find that a party came to Dublin in the Duke of Cornwall steamer, 
which left London on the 5th ultimo and arrived on the 9th, tickets 
being taken for all in the name of Frost, and the tickets being — one 
return and two single tickets : this probably was the party, the two single 
tickets being sufficient for Catherine Kevin and her three children. 

From information obtained from John Kelly, one of Mr. Frost’s agents 
in Dublin, it would appear that George Legton was the name of the con- 
ductor who came with Catherine Kevin. 

I find, also, that a man who came from London in charge of paupers 
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went before Mr. Stl'onge, Chief Magistrate, at the Police Court, early- 
last month, and stated that a woman he was removing wished, or was 
willing to remain in Dublin, and he asked whether lie might leave her • 
Mr. Stronge refused to give him any such authority, and stated to him 
that if he left the woman he would render himself liable to a prosecution. 
Mr. Stronge says that to the best of his recollection Mr. Tyrwliitt was 
the magistrate who signed the removal order, and that Loughrea was 
the place to which the pauper was ordered to be removed. 

John Kelly had a letter from Mr. Frost saying he had not heard of the 
party since the 10th ultimo. He expressed some anxiety about them, 
and -stated that his conductor had been before the Mayor, meaning pro- 
bably the Chief Magistrate. 

It appears from Mr. Frost’s letter to the Master of Loughrea Workhouse, 
that he heard from his conductor from Dublin on the 9th ultimo, and I 
have very little doubt that the party arriving on that day by the Puke 
of Cornwall consisted of Catherine Kevin and her children, and that the 
person sent with them was the man who went before Mr. Stronge. 

I have not been able to trace them further.

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Prom information •which the Commissioners received from their In- 
spector, Mr. Robinson, it seemed probable that Catherine Nevin and her 
children arrived in Dublin by steamer on the 9th August; but as they 
had not been delivered at the Loughrea Workhouse on the 9th Septem- 
ber', and nothing further had been heard of them by the Guardians of 
that union, the Commissioners addressed a letter to the clerks of the 
unions in the counties of Dublin, Wicklow, and Kildare, inquiring 
whether the woman and her children had become chargeable in any of 
the workhouses of those unions, but it was found that this was not the 
case. 

It further appeared by a communication received from the Clerk of 
the North Dublin Union (a copy of which is enclosed), that the parties 
were brought on the 9th August to Dublin, by a man named William 
Smith, who, producing a warrant for their removal to Loughrea Work- 
house, endeavoured at the same time to procure their admission into the 
Workhouse of the North Dublin Union; that the Relieving Officer 
refused to receive them ; whereupon W. Smith offered to give money to 
the woman to take herself and her children to Loughrea, if the Relieving 
Officer would sign, the warrant, which the latter declined to do, and that 
the parties then went away. 

By a letter received (yesterday) from the Clerk of Loughrea Union, it 
appears that the woman and her children had, after abandonment in 
Dublin by the servant of Mr. Frost, found their way to the Union of 
Ecclesa 1 Bier low, near Sheffield, in Yorkshire, and had there become 
chargeable : whereupon the Guardians of that union removed her in a 
legal and proper manner, by the agency of one of their own officers to 
Loughrea Union, m which she was bom. 

The present case is reported as showing that the hardship frequently 
inflicted on unions m Ireland, by the improper conduct of removals 
though the .irresponsible agency of Mr. Frost, is not limited to Irish 
unions, but falls occasionally on English unions, as in the case of Ecclesall 
Eierlow Union, which has been put to considerable expense in removing 
to Loughrea m Ireland, a family which ought to have? been delivered at

Gentlemen, Louglirea, October 14, 1865. 

In pursuance of the directions in your letter of the 6th instant, I 
have examined Catherine Nevin and obtained particulars on oath of her 
several removals from England, and her abandonment in Dublin by Mr. 
Frost’s conductor ; and I annex the depositions, and return the papers 
which accompanied your letter. 

Catherine Nevin seems an industrious woman, strongly attached to her 
children, whom she is bringing up as well as her means admit. The eldest 
boy, though only eleven years of age, has been offered employment in 
Sheffield as an assistant in a school at 3s. Qcl. a week. She does not 
appear to have been often, or for any long periods in receipt of parish 
relief during the seventeen years she has resided in England ; and is 
anxious to provide for her own support and that of her children, which 
she could do whenever she could find employment at her business as a 
laundress. The father of her children, is a discharged soldier, and went 
to America about two or three years ago. She expects to hear from him 
and to join him there, and is anxious to maintain her connexion with his 
friends in Sheffield, lest his communications should not reach her.

Deposition of Catherine Nevin (enclosed in foregoing Report). 

Catherine Nevin sworn. — I am a native of Craughwell, in the Union of Louglirea, 
and left it with my brother anil sister about seventeen years since, to go to England. We 
went to Sheffield, where we found work. It was there that I became acquainted with John 
Ashton by whom I have three children. He is now in America. When first he left ma 
I followed him to London, and having met with him there we returned to Sheffield ; hut 
he having again deserted me, I went up after him to London, and not being able to 
find him I became destitute, and applied for relief to the Relieving Officer. I was admitted 
to the Strand Union Workhouse. I took my discharge, and obtained from the parish a 
sum of ten shillings to help me back to Sheffield ; but I remained in London, and having 
again to seek relief, I was passed over to Ireland in October of last year (1864). I wa3 
sent in charge of an officer (whose name I cannot recollect) from London to Liverpool, and 
so to Dublin. 

I was not sent to Mr. Frost’s on this occasion. I was taken by Mr. Gough (Removing 
Officer, as I believe, of the Strand Union), to the magistrate, and when the warrant was 
made out Mr. Gough gave me in charge to the man who accompanied me over. Upon my 
arrival in Dublin, with my three children, the officer placed us in a lodging and gave me a 
sum of £2 to defray our expenses to Louglirea Union. We remained about a week in 
Dublin, and I then returned with my children to Sheffield. I remained there during the 
winter, apd received relief for some time in the Ecclesall Bierlow Union House, and, 
is the spring went again to London, where the mother of Ashton, whom I bai 
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three children, was living, Bat she had left it, and after some time I had to apply for 
relief to the parish officers ; and having been admitted for about a fortnight to the Work- 
house of St. George's, Hanover-square, I was brought before the Police Magistrate, and 
passed to Ireland. I was taken, with my children, in the first instance, to Mr Frost’s 
house, where we remained for two days waiting for the boat, and at the expiration of that 
time I was given in charge of a man like a boatman, who brought me to the steamer and 
accompanied us to Dublin. I do not know tbc man’s name, but I heard him called Georue 
We were provided by Mr. Frost with some tea aud sugar, and plenty of bread and 
cheese. Having suffered much from sickness on the voyage, I wished to stop in 
Dublin and make a cnp of tea from what I had with me before going to the 
railway on our way to Loughrea, but the officer refused to wait and took us in a 
cab to the Broadstono Terminus. When we readied it I refused to go before I had 
some tea, being very weak and ill from the effects of the voyage. But though 
there was time enough to have made the tea before the train started, the officer 
would not allow it, but brought us along on foot through the town to the Police Court 
and applied to the Magistrate to sign the paper, saying he would give us money to proceed 
W w?

Gentlemen, October 30, 1865. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
roor in Ireland transmit to you herewith a file of papers relating to the 
removal of Catherine Nevin and her three children from England from 
which you will perceive that Catherine Nevin has been removed from 
England under warrant on three several occasions, and that on two of 
those occasions she was deserted by the Removing Officer in Dublin instead 
of being taken to Loughrea Workhouse, as directed by the order of 
removal. On the first occasion (in October, 1864), the removal appears 
to have been intrusted to ail officer of the Strand Union, the Guardians 
of that union having applied for and obtained the warrant, and the officer 
appears to have conveyed her to Dublin and left her there, having, how- 
ever, furnished her with ample means to proceed to Loughrea, which 
however, she did not do, but returned to London. 

On the second occasion the warrant was obtained by the Governors and 
Directors of the parish of St. George, Hanover-square, in the month of 
August last, and intrusted to Mr. John Frost, of Wapping, for execution, 
by whom it was in turn intrusted to a conductor employed by him. in 
such cases ; and from the information obtained by Mr. Robinson, Poor 
Law Inspector, there appears no reason to doubt that this person was 
George Legon, against whom you instituted proceedings under the Irish 
Poor Removal Acts in September, 1864, for desertion of a pauper under 
removal in the city of Cork. Legon appeal's to have brought the woman 
and her children to a lodging-house in Dublin, and there deserted them 
without making any provision whatever for their journey to Loughrea, 
or for their support in Dublin, and the woman having again made her 
way back to England, became chargeable in the Eeclesall Bierlow Union, 
and was removed under a warrant obtained by the Guardians of that 
Union, and duly conveyed to Loughrea. 

The Commissioners think that the circumstances of the desertion of 
Catherine Nevin by George Legon are such as to render it desirable that 
proceedings should he taken against him under the 4th sec. of the Aet 
26 and 27 Vic., cap. 89, for the desertion of the woman and her children; 
and the Commissioners request that you will be so good as to institute 
proceedings accordingly in such manner as you may deem most advisable.

Referring to your letter as above, instructing us to institute proceed- 
ings under the 26 and 27 Vic., c. 80, sec. 4, against George Logon, who 
is the person supposed to have been intrusted with the execution of a 
warrant obtained by the Governors of the Union of St. George, Hanover- 
square, Loudon, for deliveiy at the above union of Mary Ncvin and her 
children, but who would seem to have deserted thorn in Dublin, without 
even giving them the means of proceeding to Loughrea. 

We beg to say that we have given the matter full consideration, and 
find it to be a ease of flagrant breach ol the 4th section of tho Act above 
mentioned, and one that should be prosecuted, if tho ovidonce necessary 
to sustain it can be procured. 

There are two modes of proceeding : the first, to have proper informa- 
tions taken here, and a warrant issued for tho apprehension of the ac- 
cused, under which (it bemg properly backed) he could be arrested in 
London and brought over to be dealt with here ; the other course would 
be to have the pauper sent to Loudon, where the informations could be 
made, and the accused brought to justice. 

But to sustain such proceedings in either place, Georgo Logon must 
be clearly identified as the person who deserted Catherine Nevm This 
she cannot do as she says in her deposition : “ I do not know the man's 
name; but I have heard him called George.” Therefore, unless this 
deijemney in the evidence can be supplied by John Kelly (referred to in 
Mi. Robinson s report as one of Mr. Frost’s agents in Dublin) or some 
other person, the proceeding cannot be successfully sustained here, 
furthermore, in proceeding here it would be necessary to give some legal

proof of the warrant nnder which the pauper was removed ; and this 
presents a difficulty which in the Cork case was only got over by giving 
in evidence a statement made by George Legon before the magistrate 
in which he admitted having had the warrant. 

Under these circumstances (unless a person to prove the warrant could 
be induced to come from the London Police Court], we are disposed to 
think that the proceedings can be best taken in London (where we assume 
George Legon is to be had), as the evidence of issuing of the warrant 
could be there procured, and some opportunity afforded to Catherine 
hTevin, who should be sent over for this purpose, of identifying the man 
in question as the conductor who deserted her and her children. 

We have written to Mr. Robinson, p,l.i., to know the address in 
Lublin of J olm lvelly, and shall await the further instructions of the 
Commissioners in the matter.

Referring to the instructions received from the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to institute 
proceedings against George Legon, for the desertion, of Catherine Nevin 
and her children, who had been intrusted to his care for delivery under 
an English removal warrant at the workhouse of this union — 

We beg to state, for the information of the Commissioners, that on the 
11th inst, we caused an application to he made to Mr. Enos, one of 
the London metropolitan magistrates at the Marlborough-street Police 
Court, to grant a warrant for the arrest of George Legon, with a view to 
his committal, which was then granted. The magistrate however sub- 
sequently suspended the issuing of the warrant, and desired that the 
matter should be discussed before him, this was accordingly done on the 
1 3th instant, hut the magistrate was of opinion that as the offence charged 
took place in Ireland, he had not jurisdiction under the statutes to grant 
the warrant desired. 

We beg to enclose a report of the proceedings taken from the Lon- 
don Times of the 15th instant, which, although slightly inaccurate in 
some particulars, gives a fair hut concise account of what took place. 

This decision in no way affects the right to proceed in Ireland, and has 
had one good result, inasmuch as the magistrate seeing the difficulty in 
the way of a prosecution in this country, stated his readiness at any time 
to send over an officer from his court to prove the original war-rant should 
such be desired. 
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Under these circumstances, having regard to the effect of the publicity 
of what took place in London, and the expense which should of necessity 
be incurred to sustain a prosecutibn here, it is a matter for the consider- 
ation of the Commissioners, whether any further steps should be taken 
in the matter. The woman Catherine Nevin is now in London, and we 
have made arrangements to have her forthcoming up to the end of next 
week, in case she should be wanted.

Copy Report of Proceedings, enclosed in foregoing Letter. 

Marlborough-strket. 

Mr. E. Dillon Lewis stated to Mr. Knox that he appeared on behalf of the Poor Law 
Commissioners of Ireland to support an application for a warrant against George Logon, 
who had brought himself within the provisions of the 2(Jtli ancl 27th of Victoria, cap. 89, 
tiie 4th section of which enacted “ that any person being employed in the execution of a 
warrant, duly issued under the authority of the said Acts or either of them, who shall 
wilfully desert any person mentioned therein before he or she shall have been conveyed to 
the place of destination, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be liable to a line not exceeding £10, and in default of payment to imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding three months.’' The various Boards of Guardians in the London dis- 
tricts contracted with a person named Frost, living at Wnpping, who undertook the task 
of conveying paupers to tlieir place of settlement at the rate, he believed, of £3 10s. for 
each adult person. It was obvious that under such an arrangement the conductor would 
desire to realize as large a profit as possible; therefore the funds lie would give to his con- 
ductors would necessarily be scanty. In turn the contractor would tiy to get something 
for himself, and thus the paupers would be. pressed on all sides. In tile present case, John 
Legon, one. of Frost’s conductors, was selected to carry into effect a warrant granted by 
Mr. Tyrwhitt in August last, for the removal of a woman and her three young children to 
the Union of Loughrea, in the county of Galway. Legon accompanied the paupers as far 
as Dublin, and then lie hurried them to a police court, refusing to allow them to pnrtake 
of any refreshment, although the woman, who had been very ill during the passage, com- 
plained of exhaustion. Legon applied to a magistrate to have his warrant endorsed, 
no doubt with the intention of passing off the magistrate’s endorsement as a sufficient 
guarantee that lie had discharged his task, and as a satisfaction to persons in this country 
that it was with a magistrate’s sanction lie had left the paupers in Dublin. The magis- 
trate, however, not only refused to make the endorsement, but remonstrated with Legon 
for us conduct. . It was, therefore, dear that Legon know if he failed to take the paupers 
to their destmatxon lie would be acting illegally. Legon, however, took the paupers to a 
house m a small street in Dublin, paid the landlady Is. 6<I. for one night’s lodging, and 
went away, promising to return the next day and convey them to Loughrea. The man 
Legon never, returned, and after waiting four or live days, the woman, being without 
money, contrived to get enough to buy food with by doing a little washing. The family 
were, however, subjected to such privations that one of tho children died. Legon returned 
to England, leaving the paupers in Dublin ; and lie would submit that in so doing Legon 
had been guilty of desertion under the statute, and that he was justified in asking for a 
warrant against him. b 

Mr. Knox said a grievous offence had been committed. He was most anxious to render 
assistance if he could legally do so, but upon reference to the section of tlio Act, lie was 
of opinion ho had no jurisdiction, the offence having been committed in Ireland, ami tile 
Act m question only extending to England and Wales. 

Mr. E. D. Lewis contended that the magistrate had jurisdiction, and cited eases and other 
matters in support of his argument. 

Mr. Know was not convinced, and declined to grant a warrant. 

Mi. E. D. Lewis said the Poor Law Board, whom he represented, had come forward on 
public grounds only, and the application would have the good effect that the publicity 
which lie hoped would be given to it would serve to show how the destitute were treated, 
and how the Act in question was virtually inoperative, inasmuch as Irish magistrates were

added that even when warrants were issued in Ireland tile case was stopped by the prose- 
cution being called upon to prove the signature of the English magistrate and the execu- 
rioii of the warrants.

intrusted with the execution of the warrant, the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire to state, 
for the information of the Board of Guardians of Loughrea Union, that 
they deemed it desirable to institute proceedings, under the 26 and 27 
Vic., c. 89, sec. 4, against George Legon, who was ascertained to be the 
person intrusted with the execution of one of the warrants in question, 
namely, that obtained by the Governors of the parish of Saint George’s, 
Hanover-square. 

The woman having been accordingly traced after her return to England, 
and- George Legon identified as the person in fault, proceedings were 
instituted in London, but -without effect, owing to want of jurisdiction, 
the offence charged before the magistrates having occurred in Ireland. 

Proceedings were then taken in Ireland, and the result has been, as 
the Guardians will see from the enclosed copy of a communication from 
the Commissioners’ solicitors, the infliction of a penalty of £10 on George 
Legon, or in default tkrpe months’ imprisonment.

I had the honour last year to represent to the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners that it would be for local convenience to abolish the Ch’anard 
Poor Law Union, which .is composed of electoral divisions from three 
different counties, Longford, Cavan, and Westmeath. These divisions 
might he attached to neighbouring unions, and the expense of a staff 
and maintenance of a poorhou.se which is far beyond the present or 
probable requirements of the district might thus be economized. The 
Commissioners answered to the effect that there was no intontion of 
altering the arrangement of unions. 

I bring forward the subject again for the consideration of the Govern- 
ment with reference to the Granard Union, and others similarly circum- 
stanced. 

At the times when the unions were formed and revised, the pauperism 
of the country may have required establishments which are no longer 
necessary. There appears to be a tendency to increase the salaries of 
union officers and provide retiring allowances, which must augment the 
expense of the staff, whilst their duties diminish. 

There is also a disposition to take the area of unions as districts for 
registration and other public purposes, which I submit must lead to 
inconvenience in administration, when (as in the case of the Granard 
Union) the district so formed is entirely different from that by which 
comity taxation and county business are regulated. 

For these reasons, I suggest that a partial or general revision of the 
unions in Ireland may with advantage be taken into consideration.

No. 2 . — Letter from the Commissioners to the Under Secre- 
tary of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, January 26, 1866. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have received the letter of the Earl of Longford addressed 
to the Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, and hearing date the 9th 
instant, in which his lordship refers to a proposal made by him to the 
Commissioners in December, 1864, to break up the Granard Union, and 
to annex the different portions of it to the surrounding unions of Delvin, 
Mullingar, Longford, Cavan, and Oldeastle. 

A copy of the correspondence with Lord Longford at that time is 
annexed ; and it will be seen that his lordship’s desire was to consult 
the Commissioners before entering on details, and to ask their views on 
the general subject. 

In reply the Commissioners referred his lordship to their animal 
report of 1857 (forwarding a copy), where their views on the subject had 
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date fUUy StateC ^’ 1 ' vlllcl1 tlle y ]lacl no * seen reason to change since that 

The Commissioners did not think it necessary on this occasion to hvin<- 
the proposal under the consideration of the Guardians of the Gurnard 
Union, because they had already been made awe that the Gurnard 
Hoard were as much opposed to the project as the Commissioners them- 
selves were, and on the same grounds. 

At the time of the movement made for the amalgamation of unions 
and shutting up of workhouses iii 1857, a circular was sent by tlie 
association formed for that purpose to ah the unions in Ireland, and on 
that occasion the Granard Board adopted the following answer to the 
circular: — 

“Resolved,-— That %ve do not desire amalgamation with any other union, 
because we believe that the removal of the paupers from this union to 
any other workhouse would indict great hardship on the poor. We are 
also of opinion that Guardians from this union would not, or could not 
attend the meetings of Poor Law Guardians in either Longford or Cavan’ 
the nearest workhouses to us ; they could not attend to the interest of the 
ratepayers or supervise tlie disbursement of their own moneys. Wo have 
no objection, however, to the inmates of neighbouring houses being 
removed to this house.” ° 

The Boards of Guardians of most of the other unions, which it was 
proposed at that time to break up, passed similar resolutions objecting to 
dismemberment, and the association very soon ceased to agitate the 
question. A petition to Parliament on the subject, which had been care- 
fully prepared and very numerously signed, was in fact never presented, 
the promoters themselves appearing to have finally come to the conclu- 
sion that the vacant space in Irish workhouses is not, after all, without 
its advantages, affording as it does a security on tlie one hand for the 
effectual relief at all times of the sick and destitute poor, and, on tlie 
other hand, a protection against any injurious result to property from 
tlie too great increase of pauperism. 

It was not until October, 1861, that a new proposal to disturb the 
boundaries of Granard Union was made by tlie Longford Board of 
Guardians, and strenuously objected to by a unanimous resolution of the 
Granard Board. 

Again, in the month of July, 1 80S, tlie Longford Board passed a reso- 
lution in favour of “ union rating, and in connexion with it a revision of 
the boundaries of unions with the view of regulating the present areas 
of taxation,” and sent a copy of this to the Granard Board inviting their 
concurrence. At a full meeting of the Granard Board on the lltli 
September, at which the Earl of Longford was present, the following 
resolution was moved by Mr. Pollard Urquhart, m.p., and seconded by 
Col. Greville, m.p. — 

“That the resolution of tlie Longford Board in favour of union 
rating be adopted by this Board." 

This motion, on being put to the vote, was rejected by a majority of 
twenty-two to fourteen. 

The Commissioners are now requested to report, in the first place, upon 
the Earl of Longford’s proposal to the Government to break up the 
Granard Union; and secondly, as to the necessity for a general exami- 
nation with a view to revision of the boundaries of unions generally. 

With regard to the Granard Union, the accompanying tracing and 
statistical table derived from tlie last published union accounts, contained 
in tlie annual report for 1865, will assist iu explaining the bearing of 
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tliis proposal on tlie several parts of Granard Umon, which it is intended 
to separate and to annex, each to some union situate m the same 
county; and its bearing also upon the several unions to be affected by 

+r,e cliano-e. • • • 

The first point which presents itself is, that Granard Union is situate 
for the most part in the county of Longford, a comparatively small part 
only in Cavan, and another part somewhat larger m Westmeath. Ihe 
four unions therefore situate in Cavan and Westmeath would he very 
little affected by the change, their poundages of expenditure not being 
very different from those of Granard Union. 

The question in fact, as the correspondence above referred to shows, 
is one between Granard and Longford Unions alone, none of the other 
unions having evinced any desire to appropriate any part of the territory 



of Granard Union. . 

The next striking circumstance appearing on the face of the tracing 
and the table is, that Granard Union is larger in population, area, and 
net annual value, than Longford Union, which is proposing to break up 
Gurnard Union, with the view of appropriating to itself more than hall 
its territory. Now Granard Union exceeds in population, area, and 
value, tlie average extent, in tliese respects, of all tlie unions in Ireland, 
and comprises no less than six dispensary districts, the average number 
of such districts in each union being five. It has a population of 36,043, 
an area of 134,003 statute acres, and a net annual value of £84,597. 
In the year ended 29th September, 1864, the total number of persons 
relieved in the workhouse was 1,508, the average daily number being 
303. In the course of the subsequent year 235 persons were admitted 
direct into the workhouse in sickness, thirty-two of whom were suffering 
from fever, and two from serious accidents. The present number ot 
inmates is 290. There are also 328 receiving out-door relief. 

It appears, therefore, that the beneficent intention of the legislature in 
enacting the Irish Poor Law, is at present being satisfactorily carried 
out in Granard Union, and that this salutary operation of the law is 
appreciated by a majority of those who are talcing an active and intelli- 
gent part in the local administration of relief. 

° The saving to be effected by dissolving Granard Union, and shutting 
up the workhouse, would be limited to that part of tho establishment 
charges which is connected with the workhouse, including also tho salary 
of the union clerk: 

If any definite plan of alteration had been proposed, it would be easy 
to calculate with precision the effect of the change, economically, on 
each fragment of the Granard Union, and on each of the several Unions 
to which those fragments would he respectively annexed. Tho arrange- 
ment, however, which would probably be made, is not difficult to conjec- 
ture ; and it cannot be very far from the truth to estimate the saving as 



follows : 

As to those portions of the Granard Union which would go to the four 
unions in the counties of Cavan and Westmeath, the annual saving 
would amount, in each case, to about a farthing in the £1. As regards 
tho portion to be added to Longford Union, the establishment charges of 
tlie future Longford Union, supposing them to remain at the present 
amount, notwithstanding the additional pauperism imported from 
Granard, would be reduced from 4 \d., their poundage (as appears by the 
table) to about 2§i l., which is the poundage of the same charges in 
Granard Union. 

The ratepayera of Longford Union would therefore be the parties 
benefiting, almost exclusively, from any saving to be effected by the 
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change \ those of Granard Union losing the care of their own poor, and 
the management of their own affairs, together with such benefit as some 
of them may derive from the sale of milk and other articles of local 
supply, for consumption in the workhouse. 

It now remains to consider the effect of the proposed change on that 
part of the population of 36,043 persons in Granard Union, who are in- 
mates of Granard Workhouse, or who may hereafter be obliged by 
necessity or sickness to seek relief or medical treatment in hospital ; a 
part of the question especially referred to by the Granard Guardians in 
their adverse resolution of 1857, above quoted. 

The town of Granard, the centre of the Union, and surrounded by the 
most populated part of it, is distant from Longford by the road 15 statute 
miles, and the distance of the furthermost boundary of that paid which, 
would be annexed to. Longford Union, varies from 17 to 21 miles. The 
present radius of Granard Union is, in fact, not less than 9 miles on the 
average. 

A very large proportion, therefore, of persons needing relief, in what- 
ever shape, would have to apply for it at the distant towns of Longford, 
Mullingar, Cavan, Oldcastle, or Delvin, and if admitted, would have to 
remain there at a greatly increased distance from their friends and con- 
nexions, so long as they required relief. At such distances, also, the 
fever hospitals and infirmaries of those unions would become, according 
to well-proved experience, practically useless to persons suffering from 
sickness or accident, and the efficiency and usefulness of the Irish Poor 
Law, quoad the population hi question, would be diminished in a most 
material degree. If at any time epidemic disease should arise, the evil 
effects of such a change would, of course, he greatly aggravated ; and it 
is impossible to say within what space of time, or in what part of Ireland, 
such a calamity may not occur. 

It must now be considered what assignable ground there is for in- 
flicting this grievous injury on the poor inhabitants of Granard Union, 
for the exclusive benefit, in a pecuniary sense, of the ratepayers of 
Longford Union. 

The expenditure in relief of the poor in Longford Union, and on all 
other purposes with which the poor-rate of that union is chargeable, 
amounts to Is. G^d. in the £ on the rateable property, and this poimdage, 
although more than the average poimdage of the poor-rate throughout 
Ireland, viz., Is. 3d., is less than the poundage in forty-two other unions; 
and there is every likelihood that with proper care and management, on 
the part of the Longford Guardians, it may hereafter be brought nearer 
to the level of the poimdage of the surrounding unions. The present 
number of inmates in the workhouse is 418, fewer by 70, than at the 
corresjionding period of 1865, hut quite a sufficient number for effective 
management by one Board. The average daily .number in 1859 was 
only 214, and the poundage of the expenditure on relief, which now 
averages Is. 4 \d. on the valuation, was then only 10 \d. It seems to be 
more reasonable, under all these circumstances, that the ratepayers and 
Guardians of Longford Union should look to a reduction of the poor- 
rates through the medium of their own exertions, than by mfficting a 
serious injury on the destitute poor of the adjoining union. 

In reference to the proposed general reconstruction of unions with a 
view to the reduction of their number, the enlargement of the area, and 
the shutting np of workhouses, the Commissioners fully expressed their 
views to the Government in their annual report of 1857. Those views 
they have not since seen reason to change, hut on the contrary, have 
felt them to be greatly continued by subsequent experience obtained i$| 
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the course of the adverse seasons which prevailed from 1800 to 1863, in 
which period the expenditure in poor relief increased from .£413,712 to 
£605,981, and the total number of persons relieved annually in workhouses 
from 153,706 to 288,285, concurrently with a decrease in the population. 

Tin r in g this period the chief defect observable in the system of acbnin- 
isterino- relief was connected with the large area of the unions, and the 
great distance which in consequence thereof the poor have to go in order 
to obtain relief. It lias not unfrequently happened from this cause that 
patients suffering from acute disease or accidental injury are exposed to 
much risk in being conveyed to the workhouse hospital. Looking back 
to the 1st January, 1865, it is found that from that date to the present 
time no less than six cases have been reported, in which persons in 
course of being conveyed to the workhouse (generally in such cases on a 
common car or cart) have died on the way ; and in twenty other cases 
in a short time after admission to the workhouse. Although this 
number may not appear considerable compared with the number admitted 
in sickness during the same period, that is to say, more than sixty 
thousand, removed sometimes by their friends in the last extremity, it is 
still sufficiently large to represent a great amount of suffering in such 
cases and in the cases of persons brought from equal distances, but which 
did not terminate in the same manner. 

The last of these fatal cases, which occurred on the 22nd December, 
1865, is very suggestive of the nature of the difficulty referred to. It is 
that of John Boxwell, who died in Bathdrum workhouse four hours 
after admission. The verdict of the Coroner’s jury is in these terms : — 

“ Died from exposure and cold owing to the want of some proper insti- 
tution in Arklow, in consequence of which he was obliged to bo sent to 
the workhouse, a distance of ten miles, in a weak and destitute state.” 

The Commissioners have endeavoured to induce the Guardians of 
unions to remedy this evil as far as possible, by providing conveyances 
on springs, furnished with suitable wrappings, to convey the sick to the 
workhouse hospitals: and in a great majority of the unions they have 
succeeded in doing so. But the evil effect of the largo area is by no 
means wholly corrected by these appliances, even where they art 1 , used ; 
and cases have occurred in which sick persons on thoir way to the work- 
house have died in the spring-vans or ambulances thus provided for their 
use. 

The establishment of village hospitals recently commenced in England 
by private subscription, and under economical disadvantages, shows the 
existence of a want in that country which in Ireland has to some extent 
been met by the workhouses, and by that provision of the Irish Poor 
Law which enables persons above a state of indigence to obtain medical 
or surgical attendance in the hospital wards, thus providing a most- 
valuable supplement to the county institutions, which have long since 
been shown to he practically useless to the great majority of the popu- 
lation in Ireland by reason of their remoteness ; the diminution of the 
areas of most of the large unions winch took place in 1849-50, has 
rendered the enactment just referred to one of great value and utility in 
tlie treatment of fever and other acute disease, as well as of accidental 
injury. 

On the joint ground, therefore, of policy and humanity, the opinion of 
the Commissioners is quite adverse to any general project of reconstruct- 
ing the present unions in Ireland, witli a view to the enlargement of 
their areas. 

The Earl of Longford appears to think that inconvenience must arise 
from the boundaries of Poor Law Unions not being conterminous with 
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tlic boundaries of counties. Such inconvenience was cei*tainly not an- 
ticipated in the original formation of unions in Ireland ; for the Assist- 
ant-Commissioners were expressly instructed not to regard the county 
boundaries in the formation of unions, nor was any endeavour made, so 
far as the Commissioners are aware, to do so in their subsequent recon- 
struction. 

The inconveniences referred to are not particularized, nor have any 
such been brought at any time under the observation of the Commis- 
sioners. 

Inconveniences anticipated from “ the disposition ” — (these are Lord 
Longford’s words) — “ to take the areas of unions as districts for regis- 
tration and other public purposes,” ought now, if not imaginary, to 
exist, not in apprehension merely, but in reality ; for the unions have for 
many years past been used for census and valuation purposes, as well as 
more recently for the registration of births and deaths. This fact itself, 
in the opinion of the Commissioners, forms an additional ground for not 
disturbing the union boundaries unnecessarily, as such changes must 
interfere with the value of statistics compiled under the present arrange- 
ment, and interrupt their comparison with those of periods subsequent to 
alteration. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners desire to repeat that they are prepared 
at all times, in pursuance of the power given to them of altering unions 
or electoral divisions, to examine upon its own merits every particular 
proposal which may be made to them for the exercise of those powers, 
and to decide every such question according to its merits and on their 
own responsibility. 

They have felt themselves called upon to exercise these powers in very 
few cases since the alteration in boundaries, which took place in 1849-50; 
and since the year 1857 applications of such a nature have almost wholly 
ceased to be made. The Commissioners think, therefore, that it is not at 
all necessary to make any general examination of the boundaries of 
unions and electoral divisions, with a view to their alteration, at the 
present time.

Letter from the Earl of Longford to the Commissioners. 

Pakenham Hall, Castlepollard, 

Gentlemen, December 13, 1864. 

I beg to submit that the time has arrived when some of the poor 
law unions of Ireland may be dissolved, and their electoral divisions 
incorporated with adjoining unions. 

The pool-houses are now maintained at considerable expense in estab- 
lishment and buildings, with accommodation for paupers beyond the 
requirements, present or probable, of the countiy. 

My special object is to recommend the dissolution of the Cfranard 
"Union, which is most inconveniently constituted of portions of three 
counties, not otherwise connected by business relations. I believe that 
the relief of the poor will be amply provided for if the several electoral 
divisions are attached to the adjacent unions of Delvin, Mullingar, 
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Longford (the guardians of which are very anxious for an increase of 
area), Cavan, and possibly Oldcastle. Probably the general subject lias 
already been under your consideration ; and, therefore, before entering 
upon details, I wish to consult the Commissioners, and in the most 
friendly spirit to ask tlieir views on this matter. 

I make no eliarge against the management of tlie Granard Union, 
which is perhaps as good as the average.

Letter from the Commissioners to the Earl of Longford. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
My Lord, December 14, 1SC4. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Eelief of the 
Poor in Ireland have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
lordship’s letter of the 13tli instant, suggesting the dissolution of some 
of the unions in Ireland (especially Granard Union), by the incorporation 
of their electoral divisions with adjoining unions, and asking the views 
of the Commisioners on the matter. 

In reply, the Commissioners desire to state that in the years 18156 
and 1857, when the number of inmates in the workhouses was about the 
same as it is at present, the subject of dissolving some of the unions, and 
incorporating tlieir electoral divisions with adjoining unions received a 
great deal of consideration, and that the views of tlio Commissioners 
were expressed, in opposition to any of the changes proposed, in their 
Annual "Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, dated 1st May, 
1857. 

The Commissioners still retain the views expressed by thorn on this 
subject in that Report ; and they take the liberty, therefore, of forwarding 
a copy of it to your lordship for your information, and in reply to your 
lordship’s letter.

CIRCULARS OP INSTRUCTION ISSUED UNDER THE MEDICAL 
CHARITIES ACT. 



No. x, — A nnual appointment of Dispensary Committees 
and Wardens. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sm, March 23, 1865. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to call your attention to their circular of the 21st 
of March, 1862, relating to the annual appointment of dispensary com- 
mittees and -wardens, and to the extracts from previous circulars, 
appended thereto ; and they request that you will take the necessary 
steps, as pointed out in the circular referred to, to place before the Board 
of Guardians, after the next annual election, a correct list of the members 
of the Board entitled to be members of the respective dispensary com- 
mittees in the union. 

As soon as the committee shall have been completed for any dispen- 
sary district, the Guardians should fix a day for the first meeting of such 
committee, for the special purpose of. appointing their honorary officers 
for the currant year, in accordance with articles 5 and 6 of the Dispen- 
sary Regulations, and you .should give notice thereof to each member of 
the dispensary committee, in accordance with articles 10 and 12 of the 
Dispensaiy Regulations. 

A form for the return of officers of the several dispensary committees 
in the union will be forwarded to you in due course.

Nos. 1-3.] Circulars: — Sanitary Precautions. 

No. 3 . — Sanitary Precautions to be taken under the Provisions 
of the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir 5 August 23, 1865. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians 
to the fact that Asiatic cholera has made its appearance in several ports 
of the Mediterranean Sea, and has now advanced, according to public 
report, so far as the coasts of Italy and Spain. 

It is possible that sooner or later this disease may show itself in some 
parts of Ireland, and, although no apprehension of an immediate visita- 
tion exists, it may be well that the Board of Guardians should at once 
consider of the means at their disposal for meeting the disease in the 
event of its making its appearance in any union. 

The powers which the Guardians possess in relation to epidemic 
diseases under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act are 
two-fold, and may be classed in the first place as “ preventive and, in 
the second place, as “ mitigatory and curative? 

The preventive powers created by the Acts of 1848 and 1849 are for 
the most part always in existence, and ought to be continuously in action, 
for the removal of private or public nuisances which are injurious to 
health and which must predispose those who are affected by them to the 
reception of epidemic disease. Other and larger powers of this nature 
are liable to be called into existence by an Order of the Privy Council 
when danger is considered to be imminent; and by the same authority 
special powers* are at the same time created for mitigating and arresting 
the progress of the disease, and for the curative treatment of individuals 
attacked by it, interment of the dead, &c. 

Al l the provisions above referred to were brought into active operation 
in the years 1853 and 1854, when the last serious invasion of cholera 
took place in Ireland. The first alarm on the subject was at the close of 
the year 1852; but the disease did not make its appearance as an 
epidemic until late in the autumn of 1853. From that time until 
April, 1855, cholera prevailed occasionally as an epidemic in some -places 
in Ireland, hut the greater part of the country was free from the invasion. 

During this period the organization of dispensary districts under the 
Medical Charities Act, which • had been completed at the time of the 
visitation, was applied with great success to the mitigation of the disease 
and to the curative treatment of individuals attacked either by cholera 
or by premonitory symptoms, more especially the latter; and many 
thousands of such cases were so treated with success by the dispenary 
officers, as well as in the union hospitals, the whole number of cases 
having been about 40,000. 

The result was that during the sixteen months of the presence of 
cholera in Ireland, a very small amount of mortality from that cause 
prevailed; the whole number of reported deaths from cholera and 
diarrhoea together being 3,488, while in the London Metropolitan Dis- 
trict alone the return of deaths from cholera for the fortnight ended 
16th September, 1854, was 3,599. The expenditure on treatment for 
the same period amounted to only .£4,377. In addition to this, however, 
the sum of £7,260 was expended by the Guardians of unions in the 
removal of nuisances during the two years; and this was exclusive of 
the sums expended for a like purpose by the municipal authorities in 
large towns, such as Dublin, Cork, Belfast, Limerick, and others. 

The Guardians will find in the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Annual Reports 
under the Medical Charities Act a full and detailed account, of the whole 

m 2 
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series of operations at tliat period, kotli before and after tire issue of tlic 
Order in Council, which took place on the 17th September, 1853; and 
can thus inform themselves beforehand of the various steps which it may 
become necessary for the Commissioners of Health to adopt on the 
present occasion, the Acts of Parliament which then regulated those pro- 
ceedings being still in force in Ireland without amendment or alteration. 

At the present point of time it is sufficient to call the attention of the 
Guardians to the propriety of an active exercise of the powers which 
they possess, independently of an Order in Council for the removal of 
nuisances, under the two Acts of 1848 and 1849, and which have been, 
or ought to have beeu, in continuous action during the interval which 
has passed since the last invasion of cholera. 

The Commissioners are aware that in many places much has been done 
for the public health by Town Councils and by Boards of Guardians 
respectively, but on the other hand those powers have ceased in many 
parts of the country to be exercised with sufficient vigilance and activity. 

The attention of the Guardians therefore is now called to the terms of 
a circular explaining the nature of their powers for the removal of 
nuisances in places for which a Town Council does not act in that capa- 
city, and a reprint of that circular is forwarded herewith. 

It appears desirable that in all such places steps should be taken by 
the Guardians, or by committees of their own members, to carry into 
effect the powers which they possess for the removal of nuisances with 
a view to the prevention of disease. 

If cholera should unfortunately hereafter present itself in any part of 
Ireland, the Commissioners, who will have immediate information thereof 
from the dispensary officers, will be prepared to communicate at once 
with the Board of Guardians as to the necessary steps to be taken to 
mitigate the disease, and if possible arrest its progress.

Circular as to the Removal of Nuisances, &c., which is referred to in the 
foregoing Circular.

g IBj October 19, 1852. 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, 
having received inquiries in reference to the powers of Boards of Guardians in Ireland 
under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts of 1848 and 1840 (11 & 12 
Viet., c. 123, and 12 & 13 Viet., c. Ill), deem it advisable at the present time to call the 
attention of Boards of Guardians to the provisions of those Acts; and the Commissioners 
have directed that a copy of the two Acts referred to he enclosed herewith. 

2. Under section 1 of the first named Act, the Board of Guardians and other local 
authorities therein designated are empowered, in ease of complaint, to take proceedings 
for the abatement of nuisances in connexion with houses or property, for the cost of 
abating which the owners or occupiers of the premises are responsible. On receipt of a 
notice signed by two or more inhabitant householders, representing the existence of any 
of the causes of complaint described in the Act, and setting forth that the premises referred 
to in such notice are in such a condition as to he a nuisance or injurious to health, the 
Guardians are empowered after due examination to proceed against the owner or occupier 
of the premises in manner provided in the Act, with a view to the removal of the cause o 
complaint if the same he not previously abated; and in case of his non-compliance with 
any order of Justices in this behalf, the Guardians or other authorities named for the pur- 
pose may themselves cause the nuisance to be abated and removed. Sections 3 & 4 provide 
for the puyment of the costs and expenses thus incurred, which should be recovered from 
the owners or occupiers as therein provided, wherever practicable ; but the latter section 
is so far modified by section 7 of the second Act, that such expenses incurred by the Guar- 
dians may, in certain cases described, where not so recoverable, be charged by the Guardians 
upon the poor-rates of the electoral division in which the premises are situate. It will oe 
observed that under section 5 of the second Act, Justices may act in petty sessions m 
cases brought before them under these Acts, although they may be ex-officio Guardians ni 
the union. 
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3. The powers given by section 1 of. the first Act for the removal of nuisances, are 
extended by section 6 of the second Act, which dispenses with the necessity of a notice 
from householders, and enables the Board of Guardians and other local authorities to take 
proceedings for the removal of any of the causes of complaint specified in the first Act, 
upon a certificate of their existence from any Medical or Relieving Officer of the union, 
or from two constables. The Guardians are thus enabled themselves to take measures 
for the removal of nuisances by the agency of their own officers; and the Commissioners 
request the attention of the Guardians to the subject with a view to their considering the 
propriety of calling upon the Medical and Relieving Officers of thermion to certify to them 
from time to time any Nuisances of the kinds described in the Act, which may come under 
their notice in the course of their performance of the duties of their office in their respec- 
tive districts, so far as this may be practicable -without interfering with their ordinary duties. 

4. The form of certificate of the Medical or Relieving Officer may be similar to the 
form of notice (Schedule A), for the use of householders, as annexed to the first Act, or 
to the like effect ; and it may be convenient for the Guardians, with a view to avoid unne- 
cessary delay and expense, to cause their Relieving Officers to be provided with blank 
forms' of certificate, to be filled up where they find such nuisances to exist, and to 
instruct them to leave a copy of any such certificate with the occupier of the premises to 
which it may relate, with a view to the latter removing the cause of complaint without a 
resort to legal proceedings. This however would not dispense with the necessity of any 
of the other steps prescribed by section 1 of the Act, wherever it is necessary to go on with 
such proceedings. For the convenience of the Guardians, the Commissioners have caused 
a form of certificate to be prepared, and to be transmitted annexed hereto, together with 
the Acts in question. 

5. Some misapprehension having appeared to prevail as to the effect of the provisions 
of the 19th section of the Medical Charities Act (14 & 15 Viet., c. G8), the Commissioners 
have deemed it right to make this communication to the Board of Guardians, in reference 
to their powers in the removal of nuisances, &c., under the Acts previously referred to, 
the Guardians and other local authorities designated for the purpose being fully authorized 
to perform bucIi functions as are assigned to them in this behalf, by sections 1 to 8 of 
11 & 12 Viet, c. 123, and sections G & 7 of 12 & 13 Viet., c. Ill, without any further 
authority from the Commissioners, whose intervention for these purposes is wholly unneces- 
sary to enable the Guardians and other local authorities to proceed in accordance with, 
those sections; the powers and duties of those authorities under the provisions here referred 
to not being at all interfered with or affected by the provisions of the Medical Charities Act. 

6. The Commissioners have in some instances been requested to constitute the Com- 

mittees of Management of Dispensary Districts us Local Boards of Health, or Sanitary 
Committees, with a view to the removal of nuisances and other sanitary measures. The 
Commissioners have, however, no power to constitute the dispensary committees for other 
purposes than those provided for in the Medical Charities Act, and the General Rules for 
the government of Dispensary Districts issued in pursuance thereof, namely, the manage- 
ment of the business of the dispensaries; the contingency under -which, in the event 
contemplated in sections 9 & 10 of the 11 & 12 Viet., c. 123, their functions might be 
extended under section 19 of the Medical Charities Act, to other sanitary purposes, not 
having yet arisen, and the Orders in Council issued in 1848 and subsequent years, under 
section 9 of the first-named Act, having expired. . 

7. The appearance of Asiatic cholera as an epidemic in parts of the continent oi 
Europe, although not at present calling for any extraordinary provision for the treatment 
of epidemic disease in this country, and not affording ground for immediate alarm, never- 
theless renders it desirable that the attention of the Guardians should be directed to those 
steps which may be taken in the removal of nuisances, &c., as precautionary measures for 
the preservation of health; and to this end, the careful and vigilant attention of all those 
public and local bodies to whom authority is given for enforcing sanitary precautions, ana 
the removal of causes which maj r be injurious to health at any time, and especially in the 
event of the recurrence of epidemic disease in this country, appears to he demanded at the 
present time ; and the Commissioners will be prepared to afford the Guardians any advice 

and assistance in their power in reference to these objects. # 

8. The Commissioners desire to impress on the Guardians the importance of any pre- 
cautionary measures which they are empowered to carry into effect, m the removal or 
nuisances, &c., being adopted before the appearance of epidemic disease; inasmuch as 
many measures of this nature, which might be safely and advantageously resorted to at 
the’ present time, might tend to aggravate the evil they are intended to provide against 
and alleviate, if deferred until the actual appearance of such disease. The Commissions s 
desire further to point out that any such measures will also be of service as precautions 
against epidemic fever. Typhus fever has long been the scourge of Ireland, attribute e 
in a great measure, no doubt, to causes not removable by the Guardians, hut also, to a 
very great extent, the result of the undrained, filthy state of the worst parts of almost 
every Irish town, unknown and unvisited by those in better circumstances ; but when 
once fever is prevalent, it extends its ravages to all classes, and is even more fa a 

rich than to the poor. It may at the same time he observed that any precautions of the 
Bud herein adverted to, which tend to prevent or dimmish the prevalence or virulence ot 
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epidemic or contagious disease amongst the poor, will no doubt tend also to the saving of 
the rates by diminishing the demands for relief at the cost of the rates. 

9 The authorities who are empowered to take steps for the removal of nuisances are 
designated in section 1 of the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act of 1848, 
and in section 8 of the Amendment Act of 1849. Where there is in any town, parish, or 
other locality within any union, a Town Council, Trustees, Commissioners, Officers of 
Health or other local body, it is probable that these officers, being on the spot in their 
respective localities, may he able more effectively to carry into effect such measures as 
may be necessary for the removal of nuisances, in those localities, than the Board of 
Guardians of thermion at large; but the Board of Guardians, although authorized to 
incur certain expenses tliemselve9 in certain cases, are not authorized to provide other 
bodies with funds for the purposes referred to. 

111. The existence of such bodies, however, does not deprive the Board of Guardians of 
their own powers and functions in the same localities ; and section 0 of the second Act 
appears to devolve the duties in question more immediately upon the Guardians. Under 
section 1 of the first Act, the Board of Guardians can, if they think fit, appoint a com- 
mittee of members of their own body, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions 
in question; and this power may enable the Board of Guardians to provide more effectively 
and conveniently for the due execution of the Acts in remote parts of the union, where 
there may he no other body authorized to take tlio necessary proceedings in this behalf; 
sucii committees reporting their proceedings from time to time to tlio Board of Guardians 
at their weekly meetings.

No. 4— Sanitary Precautions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IE) November 4, 1805. 

Adverting to their circular of the 23rd August last, calling the 
attention of Boards of Guardians to the propriety of an active exercise 
of their powers under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention 
Acts, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland now desire to call the further attention of the Board of 
Guardians to the powers which they possess under the “ Sewage Utiliza- 
tion Act, 1865," as they have reason to believe that there are cases in 
which those powers may he exercised with advantage in a sanitary point 
of view. 

On reference to the Act, a copy of which was transmitted with the 
Commissioners' circular of the 9th August, it will he seen that the Board 
of Guardians is constituted the “sewer authority” in any town or 
village in the union which is not a town corporate or borough, or a town 
having Town Commissioners oi- Commissioners or other governing body 
under any local Act; and further, that the powers given by the Act 
may be exercised by the Board of Guardians or any committee thereof 
appointed by the Board; that full powers are given to the “sewer 
authority” for the construction of such sewers as they shall think neces- 
sary for keeping their district properly cleansed and drained, with powers 
of entry when necessary for the purposes of the Act. The sewer au- 
thority is also empowered to take proceedings to prevent the pollution 
of auy water-course by sewage, and they may, for the purpose of utilizing 
the sewage, make contracts for the supply of such sewage to persons 
willing to take it. 

Powers are also given for borrowing money, on the security of the 
rates, for the purposes of the Act; and the Public Works Loan Commis- 
sioners are authorized, on the recommendation of the Commissioners o 
Public Works in Ireland, to advance money for those purposes.
